The Flurry It Created in the Stock 


Market Was Only Tem- 
porary. 


Exciting Scenes at the Exchange When 
Trading Began in the 
Morning. 


Funeral Arrantements The Will—Prop- 
Some Reminiscences. 


New Yorx, Dec. 9.—|Special.]—The most in- 
tense anxiety Was manifested this morning by 
the speculative world regarding the opening 
quotations in stocks—an anxiety that bad not 
been seen here before in years. The death of 
Vanderbilt, occurring when it did, gave many 
brokers and speculators time to think before 
its effect could be felt in prices, and the more 
conservative operators exhibited marked 
confidence in the market, but there 
were many others carrying heavy loads on 
limited margins who were very nervous. 
There were many orders in the board at the 
opening to sell, especially the Vanderbilts, but 
there were also large orders to buy at prices 
not seriously below last evenmg’s closing. In 
the Lake Shore corner there was a quiet and pa- 
tient waiting of the dense crowd of brokers with 
arders to bay or sell, but it was transformed 
at once into a bediam of intense excitement 
and confusion as the Chairman announced the 
opening. The opening prices ranged between 
86 and 85X, both at the same time. Stock was 
selling at different quotations between these 
figures. The official openimg quotation, how- 
ever, was 85, a decline of 3 per cent from last 
evening. There was a sale of 500 shares at 
84%. 

Tne bold front presented by those present 
with unlimited orders to sustain the market 
soon quelled the excitement, and, after the 
first balf-hour, although for a time business 
continued active, there was noexcitement. In 
other portions of the excbange-room large 
transactions were made in various active 
stocks, but the excitement aid not at all com- 
pare with that above-mentioned. Prices at the 
opening. other than Lake Shore, showed a de- 
cline of 2% for New York Central, 2% for Jer- 
sey Central, 1% to 1% for the rest of the active 
list except Louisville & Nashville, which showed 
a loss ot only K. During the first balf-bour 
the market was very feverish, the movements 
erratic, with a tend@ncy downward in some 
cases, while other stocks were advancing, but 
at the end of that time a more settled tone was 
established, and by II o’clock the market was 
not different from many others that preceded 
it during the last ten days. 

Wall street brokers and directors arrived at 
their offices at an unusually early bour this 
morning. The London quotations, which were 
received halt an hour before the opening of the 
New York Stock Exchange, were reassuring. 

The wires, both Bast and West, are working 
badly, cutting for the time both selling and 
supporting orders from out of town cus- 
tomers. 

At 3 p. m. the stock market became gradually 
active and strong, prices advancing en per 
cent, with an exceptional advance of 3 per cent 
in Lackawanna. The market figally closed 
about steady at quotations which for most of 
the active stocks are less than 1 per cent below 
the closing prices of yesterday, while Lacka- 
wanna is higher. The heaviest trading was in 
Lake Shore, St. Paul, and Western Union. 

It may be said that the effect of Vanaerbilt’s 
death has not been as depressing on the Stock 
Exchange as was anticipated. The general 
feeling is that the Vanderbilt securities are 
good holdings under any circumstances, and 
that the death of the great millionaire cannot 
seriously affect their vaiue for any length of 
time. In me language of one of the leading 
and most conservative brokers in Wall street, 
the priee of securities no longer depends upon 
the solvency or the iusolvency, or even upon 
thé lifé or death, of auy one man in the. busi- 

ö AT THE RESTDENCE. 

The rain that poured down fii u dismal tor- 
rent in this city today afided to the desolate 
look of the Vanderbilt palace on Fifth avenue. 
A’simpie knot of crape on the bellknob was 
the only emblem of mourring visible. The 
broad entrance to the mansion presented an 
uninviting appearance. The rervants, where 
ever they appeared, wore sombre-colored gar 
ments and trod lightly as they passed to and 
fro, seemingly fearful of disturbing the 
mourning family of the dead millionaire. 

The sons, Cornelius and George, watched all 
night with the remains, and early this morn- 
ing the members of the famfly met to make the 
final arrangements for the funeral. Mr. and 
Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, Frederick W. and wife, 
Mrs. Shepard, Mrs. Sloane, Mrs. Webb, and 
Mrs. Twombly bad reached the house by 10 
o'clock. At 9:30 o'clock a messenger was sent 
to the house of Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, who 
answered that he would arrive within an hour. 
Mr. Depew said the family could not realize

It is just a year since ground 
was broken for its erection, in a little 
plot of fourteen acres of ‘woodland 
on the hillside above New Dorp, and 
near the Moravian Cburok. The stone 
work was begun last spring, and from time to 
time bad Mr. Vanderbilt's personal supervise 
jop. On his last visit to New Dorp last Friday 
he inspected the work already done, and ex- 
pressed the fear that cold weather might re- 
tard its speedy completion. It is of gray 
granit, and in its half-finished state loomed up 
yesterday through the fog and rain like the 
ruined castle of some ancient civilization. 


VANDERBILT'S WILL. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s will is to be ovened Friday 
after the funeral. The will was drawn for bim 
by ex-Judge Rapallo. Several times, according 
to his varying fortunes, he made preparations 
for the disposal of his property. Codicils were 
added to the will repeatediy. Chauncey M. 
Depew, in speakmg tonight of this matter, 
said: **Mr. Vanderbilt did not expect sudden 
death, but he was ready for it. His affairs for 
many years were arranged to that he might be 
fully prepared for that 
prudent, far-sighted man, he was anxious 
to provide fully for such a division 
of his estate as would save it from being 


squandered, injured, or dissipated by legal 


coutroversy or contest. He made a wil when 
he went to Europe several years ago. He has 
added to it or changed it at various times 
since then. It is reported that 1 am to be au 
executor, or trustee, or something of 
that kind. While 1 do not know 
the details of the will, and would not 
speak of them if I did, I do know that 
Iam not to serve in any such capacity, and I 
believe I am not mentioned in the will. It 
may be considered reasunably certain, also, 
that the will is not to be made public in any 
part until the time of its presentation for pro- 
bate at the Surrogate'’s office. No statement 
has been authorized by me in regard to the 
division of the estate. Every one knows what 
positions Mr. Vanderbiit’ssons held. Whether 
the will makes them secure in such positions 
and possessions only the publication of the will 
can disclose.“ 


WHAT THE BROKERS SAY. 

There was much discussion and speculation 
among the brokers today concerning Vander- 
bilt’s disposition of his property. The pre- 
vailing sentiment appeared to be that if the 
dead millionaire had followed his father's 
example and bad willed the bulk of bis 
fortune to one gon there would be 
no derangement to speak of in the 
market value of the so-called Vanderbilt 
stocks. A report was circulated that Mr. 
Vanderbilt had lett explicit instructions that 
none of bis securities, with one or two excep- 
tions, should be sold until a year after his 
death. The prices of New York Central and 
Lake Shore stock stiffened perceptibly on this 
report.

MR. WIMAN BROUGHT TO TERMS. 

The dinner which wae to have been given by 
Mr. Erastus Wiman to Robert Garrett at the 
Pa Hotel, West Brighton, tomorrow 
evening has been postponed on account of the 
death of Mr. Vanderbilt to Wednesday evening 
next.

As soon as Mr. Garrett learned that it 
was the intention to have the dinner, he re- 
fused to be present, and it was this very 
decent determination on bis part that brought 
Mr, Wiman to terms. 


STUCK-JOBBING REMINISCENCES. 

There was always a strained effort on the 
part of Jay Gould and his speculating side 
partners to convince the public of their inti- 
mate relations with Mr. Vanderbilt. Illustra- 
tions of this were shown in the most marked 
manner within the last few weeks. So osten- 
tatiously have these people sought to impress 
this idea that it has been a matter 
of current rumor that Mr. Vanderbilt, since 
Thankegiving-Day, felt called upon to write a 
formal letter, expressing bis indignation at 
these tactics, and threatening public exposure 
if the men did not quit the unauthorized use of 
his name to help forward their stock-jobbing 
enterprises. Before the recent annual meet- 
ing of the Manhattan Railway Company the 
Gould crowd sent reports broadcast. repre- 
senting that Mr. Vanderbilt had become 
largely icterested in the elevated roads 
and was likely bimself to become 
a member .of the Board of Directors. 
The purpose of the scheming sponsors for this 
story was, of course, to try to convince the 
pubiie that the elevated roads were worth the 
consideration of men of consequence and in- 
tegrity who wanted for investments some 
guarantee of good faith in management. As 
days went on and Mr. Vanderbilt's friends 
poob-poohed the yarn about bie becoming «a 
director in Manhattan, the original story was 
modified, and then Mr. Chauncey M. Depew 
was to be his personal representative in 
the board. When that was upset the 
stock-riggers, still sticking to their story 
of hig extensive investments in the stock 
of the company, started a fresh report to the 
effect thai he was contented with the existing 
board and wanted no changes of consequence 
just yet, though Mr. J. Pierrepont Morgan and 
Mr. 8. V. White would be put in as a special 
compliment to him. All this was to put up the 
price of the stock. 

Mr. Vanderbilt hadn't a dollar in elevated 
securities, and when the opportunity offered a 
week ago he said: “I do not own a share of 
elevated stock, I never have Owned any, and I 
do not intend to own any.“ 

About four years Jay Gould and his 
friends got into a searl- with the New York 
Stock Exchange over what they called bad 
treatment. Certain shameful and open-handed 
impositions were being attempted on Metro- 
politan Elevated Raliway stockbalders against 
the stockholders’ and the Governing 
Committee of the Stock Exchange stood between 
the security-owners and the wholesale robbery 
that was threatened, n the Jay Gould men 
in their wrath vowed they would establish 
a Stock Exchange of their own, and one day Wall 
street was excited by the announcement that 
much progress bad been made toward saccom- 
p-ishing this purpose; ang tacked on to the end 
was the assertion that ld had gecured the 
support of Wiliam H. Vanderbilt. Mr. Van- 
derbilt was seen at uh dome that night.

NO MARKED EFFECT. 
The Board of Trade was not appreciably af- 
fected by Vanderbilt's death yesterday. Had 
the news arrived before closing time Tuesday 
it might have ‘created a considerable flurry, 
but members read the tidings quietly at home 
and bad time to reflect just bow much sig- 
nificance the miliionaire’s death should have 
on the grain market. The best posted men 
bad, before opening, arrived at the conclusion 
there was no valid reason why Vander- 
bilt's death should cause any fall in prices. 
The experiences of the day amply confirmed 
the correctness of their view, for wheat, after 
fluctuating about three-fourths of a cent, 
closed only half a cent lower than 
Tuesday. There was some feeling of uneasi- 
ness and distrust at the opeuing, based on the 
doubt as to how the prices of grain might be 
affected by possible changes in the value of 
financial securities, but as the day went on 
confidence was generally restored, and the war 
telegrams from Europe offset any decline that 
Mr. Vanderbilt's deatu bad caused.

sumption; abolishing the limit of three years 
as now fixed by law; the creation of a postal- 
telegruph system. 

The thanks of che board were voted to Presi- 
dent Cleveland for his stand on the subject of 
standard-doliar, eoinage.

The supply station of the 
Philadelphia Natural-Gas Company is located 
there, and this morning at 10 o'clock the valves 
were blown off, cutting off the high pressure to 
this city and causing a suspension of work in 
several mills and factories here. The explosion 
was followed by a fire which destroyed the 
building. No person was injured. 


KANSAS CITY IN DARKNESS. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 9.— An explosion oc 
curred at the gas-works, situated near the 
Grand avenue depot, at 2 o’clock this morning, 
totally wrecking the building. There were 
fourteen or fifteen employés in and about the 
building at the time, but they have all been ac- 
counted for. The engineer was probably se- 
riously injured, The town is left in total dark- 
ness. 

The demand for lamps today exhausted the 
stocks of the dealers in the city, and new sup- 
plies were ordered by telegraph. Except 
where the electric light is used the only resort 
is the coal-o1l lamp or tallow-dip, and the city 
streets this evening present an appearance as 
strange asit is gloomy. Orders for electric 
lights poured in from merchants and others 
much faster than they could be filled. The 
theatres and hotels have made provisional ar- 
rangement for iilumination, and there will be 
no more serious results than the inconven- 
fence for the time from the cessation of the 
gas-supply. Unusual police precautions will 
be taken for protection of life and property on 
the darkened streets and about the houses 
until the débris is cleared. At the scene of the 
explosion the extent of the damage cannot be 
definitly ascertained and the requisits for re- 
building determined. The gas company had 
trouble with some twenty striking employés 
several weeks ago, and it is said that threats 
bave since been made against the property.

EMILY P. DOW. 

Mrs. Emily P. Dow, 95 years old, and a mem- 
ber of one of the oldest families in the United 
States, died Tuesday last at the residence of 
ber grandson-in-iaw, Ur. Horace M. Starkey, 
No. 3302 Indiana avenue. Died of old age” 
‘was the verdict of the doctors. 

Mrs. Dew traced ber genealogy beck almost 
to the landmg of the Pilgrim Fathers. Her 
tather was William M. Partridge, one of 
the first settlers in Pittsfield, Mass., and 
she was one of a family of twelve chi- 
dren. Her great-great-great-great-great-great- 
grandfather—that is, her paternal ancestor in 
a direct line seven generations back—was 
William Partrigg, an early settier in Hart- 
ford, Conn., who was married in that city Dec. 
12, 1644, and wasoneof the most prominent 
men in the province. His son, Col. Samuel 
Partrigg, was a member of his Majesty's Coun- 
eil and a Probate Judge, and died in 1740 at the 
ripe age of 95. The family name of Partrigg 
gradually changed into Partridge, and the de- 
scendants of the original Partrige,. who was a 
native of Berwick-on-Tweed in Scotland, can 
be oumbered the thousand and are scat- 
tered all over United States. They werea 
long-lived and prolific race. Mrs. Dow, who 
died day before yesterday, distinctly remem- 
bered the death of Wasbington—the churches 
being draped in biack, and the general sorrow

. Mrs. Dow's husband was the Rev. Joseph W. 
Dow, pastor of a Congregadonal churct at 
Tyringham, Mass., to whom she was married 
Nov. 2, 1818. Hedied Jan. 9, 1833, aged 53 
years. In 1642 Mrs. Dow and ber daughter, 
Susan H., moved to Rockford, III., having been 
preceded there by other members of the fam 
ly. Susan, the daughter, was married in 1852 
to George A. Clark, a Freeport lawyer, and 
bas been a widow for thirty years. Her daugb- 
ter is the wife of Dr. Starkey of this city. 
Mrs. Dow and ber widowed daugbter and fam- 
ily moved to this city in 1872, and bave resided 
here since. Her health was good and her in- 
tellectual powers unimpaired almost up 
to the end. She was able to de 
Gressed and move around only ten 
days ago, was a close reader of the daily papers, 
and was we.l posted on all the public events 
and history of the United States during the 
present century. Sbe had no sickness, but 
gradually grew weaker during the last few 
days of her life. Tuesday forenoon she fell 
asleep and during the slumber ber spirit quietiy 
passed away.

ONE OF TREIR LEADING LIGHTS SAYS THEY 
HAVE BEEN OUTRAGED—MISS CLEVE- 
LAND'’S INTEREST—THE SITUATION AT 
SALT LAKE. 

Sr. Louis., Mo., Dec. 9.—[Special.}—Bishop 
H. F. Faust of Sait Lake City, the leading light 
in the Mormon Church and Chairman of the 
Utah delegation of cattlemen who attended 
the recent oon vention in this city, arrived here 
today from New Orleans. He was asked what 
his views were on the recent trouble at Salt 
Lake, ana replied: “I think the concentra- 
tion of troops at Fort Douglas and Salt Lake 
City is an outrage. We have been too meek, 
and bave been trampled under foot by the 
United States authorities. Many influential Mor- 
mons have been ruined and driven from Utah on 
perjured testimony introduced in the United 
States Court. You must understand that many 
of the Mormons are not, polygamists. Now, 
there is Mayor Sharp of Sait Lake. Although 
he is a Mormon, be is not a polygamist. The 
United States Marsnals are responsible for all 
the trouble. They hound Mormons, arrest 
them on trivial charges, and either kill them or 
send them to the penitentiary. I know of 
many cases in Utah where Mormons bave been 
shot down in their tracks by United States 
Marshals without any cause, These coild- 
blooded crimes have aroused the Mormons, 
and they are disposed to strike back when at- 
tacked. They ought to have asserted them- 
selves long ago and I think the Government 
ought to appoint a committee to investigate 
matters out mere.“

Heavy and Oontinued Snowfall in the 
Northwest—A General Blockade 
Probable. 4 


CaEsTER, III., Dec. 9.—|Special.|—A visit to 
the penitentiary today showed the full damage 
done by the cyclone, which was underegtimat- 
ed in the special of last night. In order to 
fully explain the action of the tornado the posi- 
tion of the buildings must be shown with refer- 
ence to ths river. The central building, known 
as the Warden's house, fronts a stretch of river 
of about five miles, being in a bend just below 
where the Kaskasia empties into the Mississippi. 
Down this river reach oame the cyclone cloud, 
dark green in color, and in appearance re- 
sentbling a band with the fingers reaching the 
water. It came with a roar, the wind throw- 
ing the water in great waves in front of it. 
The pump-bouse, on the bank or 
the river, was first struck and the 
stock demolished. The house of Col. Weston 
was also struck at the same time. Next came 
the chapel, a large building 120 feet square, 
from which the chimneys were knocked and 
the sheet-iron roof was rolled into bunches, 
torn away, and thrown into the yard. The 
greater part of the iron roof of the convict 
kitchen was torn of. A new building 180 feet 
long. and intended for a stone shed, was com- 
pletely wrecked. The shoe-shop was partially 
unroofed, The root of the large stable was 
lifted up, but fell back in place without mate- 
rial damage. Three guard-boxes and about 
500 feet of the stockade were blown down. 
Officer Nichols was carried off the fence 
with bis box and quite badly bruised. Every 
building in the brickyara was uuroofed. The 
damage to the State property is over $3,000. 
No lives were lost, but in addition to the two 
life-men noted in the former dispatch thirteen 
others were treated to minor bruises and 
scratches. Neither were there any attempts at 
a break or hide-out, although fully 250 men 
were in the yard at the time. Among them 
were sixteen life-men and twenty-six with over 
ten-year sentences. This is owing to the cool- 
ness of the officers, who staid in the midst of 
the men, bolding them in subordination, 
and by orders keeping them out of dan- 
ger. Deputy-Warden Dowell made one 
gang fall on their faces behind stone piles, ran 
another behind some freight-cars in the yard, 
and by prompt action saved many casualties. 
Atter doing its work in the prison-yard the 
wind did. no further damage, with the excep- 
tion of tearing down fences and upsetting out- 
houses, until it reached the farm residence of 
James Douglas, a mile and a half a away, 
where it tore down a large barn. As there is 
no other report of serious damage in this vi- 
cinity it 1% presumed the tornado spent its 
force on the prison. The prison stockade was 
repaired today, and the débris cleared away 
trom the yard, the roof of the chapel covered 
with tarpaulins, and preparations made to fix 
up all damages atonce. The storm is the first 
to do damage in this vicinity in twenty-one 
years. 

FREEPORT, III., Dec. 9.—It bas been snowing 
heavily in this section since last night, with the 
prospect of continuing tbrough the day. No 
blockade is yet experienced, though trains are 
considerably delayed. Telegraphic communi- 
cation with Chicago is haa by way of Dubuque. 

St. Paul, Minm, Dec. 9.—Another mild cold 
wave bas started in here, with snowy indica- 
tions. There is good sieighing in portions of 
the Far Northwest. 

Prerre, Dak., Dec. 9.—|Special.j]—The Mis- 
souri River closed today. It is growing very 
cold, with prospects of a heavy blizzard. 

Derroit, Mich., Dec. 9.—The attempts to 
rescue the three fishermen off Grosse Point, in 
Lake St. Clair, were kept up ali day yesterday, 
and two of them were finally saved last even- 
ing, but the third, Charles Reno, a young un- 
married man, bad been drowned while trying 
to walk ashore on the ice. The ferry stcamer 
Victoria, which went to the resc.e from De- 
troit yesterday afternoon, got aground and re- 
mained fast all night. This morning the 
steamer managed to work off, but evidently 
did not know the men had been saved, and 
has gone on a wild-goose chase up the lake in 
search of them. Much alarm is now telt here 
for the Victoria, and the signal service pre- 
dicts a cold wave tonight. The ferryboat Ex- 
oelsior left Detroit this noon witha party in 
search of the Victoria. 

BURLINGTON, Ia, Dec. 9.—({Special.]—A 
snow and sleet storm, which set in bere Mon- 
day night, cleared away this evening. The 
weather tonight is clear and cold, with indica- 
tions of an extremely low temperature before 
morning. 

FREEPORT, III., Dec. 9.—|Special.)]—-During 
the last six days twelve or thirteen inches of 
snow has fallen. It has not drifted much., and, 
in consequence, trains on all roads entering 
the city have been pretty regular. 

WATERTOWN, Wis., Dec. 9.—(Special. |—The 
Urst severe snow-storm of the season has pre- 
vailed in this section during the last twelve 
hours, about eight inches of snow having fallen 
on the level. A fierce wind blowing from the 
northwest driited the snow badly, biocking 
country roads and impeding railroad travel.

ator over the Hon. John S. Barbour. 

Mr. Daniel bas for ten : cars been the idol of 
the young Democrats. He has time after time 
been defeated for various prominent places. 
Eleven yeers ago be came within one vote of 
getting the nomination for United States Sena- 
tor. He has been repeatedly aefeated in get- 
ting tho nomination of his party for Governor, 
and when at last be succeeded in getting tho 
nomination, four years since, he was defeated 
in the election by Cameron. He has been a 
bitter enemy of Mahone, who will be gailed 
at beimg succeeded by him. As Daniel lived 
in Randolph Tucker’s district he could 
not get to Congress until two years 
ago the Democ-atic Legislature made 
a district especialiy for bim and he was elected 
to Congress. He has for many years been a 
member of the Virginia Senate, and has re- 
peatediy been named in connection with the 
Court of Appeals, but while be bas almost won 
some of these high honors he has just missed 
every time. Hehas been the Henry Clay of 
Virginia in this respect. It was recognized 
that if he failed in this last attempt his political 
course would be ended. He has one of the 
most purely classic faces in the country, is 
lame from a wound received at Gettysburg, 
and be goes limping about on crutches. He 
would be a conepicuous figure in any assembly. 
He is about 43 years old, is married and bas 
several children. He is the author of some 
notable law books, one of them, Daniel on 
Negotiable Instruments,” being a standard au- 
thority. Heis considered the most eloquent 
man in Virginia.

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Bloody Fighting Looked For in Nuevo 
Leon—Banqueting Gen. Caceres 
at Lima. 


The “Canadians in Northwest Territory 
Again Being Greatly Terrorized 
by Indians. 


Nuxvo Larepo, Mex., Dec. 9.—iSpecial.]— 
The embers of the embryo revolution in Nuevo 
Leon are still kept glowing. Manuel Kodri- 
wuez, the leader of the revolutionary clans 
against the State authorities, steaithily left hia 
lair near Monterey a few days ago and today 
suddenly appeared at the head of 700 men de- 
fore VIllaldama and captured the town without 
resistance. Drawing his forces up on the 
main plaza be pompousiy prociaimed for a 
* free ballot, a fair count, and an honest Gov- 
ernment.” He then levied prestimento upon 
the inhabitants of the town by which be se- 
cured $200 and fifty cargoes of corn, which is 
equivalent to 17,500 pounds. The standard of 
revolt now raised is by the poorer classes, who 
are denied the right of suffrage. Enlisted 
upon their side are some of the wealthiest 
ana most influential citizens of Nuevo Leon. 
The instigators and adberents of this revolt 
are the old Indian elements, which from time 
immemorial have been disturbing causes in 
the body politic of Mexico. Villaldama, the 
present headquarters of Rodriguez, the revo- 
lutionary chief, is sixty miles east of Monterey, 
on the line of the Mexican National Railway, 
and contains about 4,000 inhabitants, most of 
whom are said to be beartily in sympathy with 
the revolutionary movement. 

Gen. Trevino is reported to have reached 
Monterey direct from the City of Mexico with 
full autbority to regulate matters in Nuevo 
Leon. Affairs are assuming a grave aspect, and 
unless the Mexican National Government sup- 
presses the present uprising much bloodshed 
will inevitably follow. 

The encouraging news is received here that 
work on the Mexican National will commence 
in the next ninety days and be rapidly pushed 
through to a completion. This line, when 
completed, will piace the City of Mexico 600 
miles nearer the great trade centres of the 
United States than the route via EI Paso, and 
will open up to commerce the very heart of 
the Mexican Republic.

Some parties in the grain trade in this 
city say that the shipments of corn around 
us, referred to in our columns yesterday, are 
due to inequalities of inspection rather than 
to discriminations against Chicago in rail 
freight rates. They exhibit letters from cor- 
respondents at different points in the West, 
all stating that it is impossible to ship corn 
here, because our inspection is so much more 
rigid than that at the seaboard. One party 
states that 50 per cen’ of his shipments of 
new corn to Baltimore has graded in that 
city as mixed,” that grade corresponding to, 
our No. 2. Others say that a large percent- 
age of theircorn has graded No. 2 in New 
York. One commission merchant here, 
who is a large shipper as well as 
receiver, said yesterday that he would be 


satisfied to take as No. 2 some of the corn 


which had been inspected as No. 3 on arrival 
here as consigned to him. The attention of 
Inspector Price being called fo this, he has 
written a letter expressing his wish to keep 
up the standard of inspection, but stating 
that he will endeavor to prevent any improp- 
er discrimination against corn on the ground 
that it is new. The present rules of the de- 
partment do not provide for the use of the 
word new in the designation of grades. 

It is just possible that an order to that ef- 
fect, issued to the track inspectors, has al- 
ready borne fruit, as about 30 per cent of the 
corn reported yesterday was passed into the 
speculative grades. If this be so, the evil 
may be regarded as corrected, so far as it is 
a matter of inspection; and it is gratifying to 
know that the going of the corn around us is 
not due to the adoption of a cutthroat policy 
on the part of the railroads thus early in the 
season. 


WHY THE M#SSAGE IS A BORE. 

The plan of the President's annual mes- 
sage is not in accordance with the inten- 
tions of the framers of the Constitution. None 
of them could have believed such an institu- 
tion would grow out of the modest provision 
which they inserted in the organic law. 

There is no reason why the message should 
be an annual review of events. No requirement 
of the Constitution or of common sense need 
make it long nor exhaustive. The President 
has more than one chance every year to make 
himself heard. He may send in to Congress 
as many messages as he desires, and no one 
in law is more special than the other. 

The annual message has been made an ad- 
dress to the country, though the fiction of 
sending it to Congress is still maintained. 
Hence its ponderous tone and appalling 
length, which have been thought necessary 
for a full explanation to simple and ignorant 
minds of facts which they might otherwise 
never comprehend. Yet the simple and 
ignorant are the last who can without dis- 
may think of reading so formidable a state 
paper, containing so little of practical interest 
and so much technical verbosity and solemn 
platitude. 

The Constitution of the United States con- 
tains this provision: 


He |The President] shall from time to time 
give to the Congress Information of the state 
of the Union, and recommend to their Consid- 
eration such Measures as be shall judge neces- 
sary and expedient. 


The definition of the President's message 
is limited in these respects: 

1. It is to be addressed to Congress, 

2. It is to contain Information.“ 

8. It is to make certain recommendations. 

In all these particulars the President’s mes- 
sage of late years has departed from the in- 
tention of the framers of the Constitution. 

While it is nominally addressed to Con- 
gress it is really meant for the perusal of the 
whole people. 

While it contains some Information,“ it 
also embodies much superfluous matter in 
the way of statistics and a recital of facts 
which have been known to Congress for 
months. 

While it makes some recommendations it 
also raises speculative questions of no prac- 
tical value, and it indulges in argument and 
mere reflections on passing events, not fol- 
lowed by a request for action on the part of 
Congress. 

The message of President Cleveland par- 
takes about equally of the nature of a stump- 
speech and a biue-book. This is true of the 
messages of some of Mr. Cleveland’s Repub- 
lican predecessors as well as of his own. 

If the President were to keep it in mind 
that the message is addressed to Congress 
and that it is supposed to contain “ Informa- 
tion he would not burden it with dry sta- 
tistics which are as accessible to every mem- 
ber of Congress as to himself. As long as 
we shall have a Bureau of Statistics it ought 
not to be necessary for the President of the 
United States solemnly to inform the Legis- 
lative Department what have been during any 
fiscal year the values of our imports and ex- 
ports, the amount of the public 
debt, the number of patents issued, the 
acres of public lands sold, the number 
of Indians supported by the Government, or 
any other such simple fact. These items do 
not come under the head oft Information. 
They are public statistics properly confided 
to the care .of the Bureau of Statistics, 
whence they may be drawn by every Con- 
gressman who desires them. They are print- 

"ed six times over in the reports, and every 
child may have them for the asking. 

Nor is it properly within the province of 
the President in his message to Congress to 
indulge in mere moralizing. Marriage is a 
beautiful and useful institution, but it is not 


public questions. It should contain informa- 
tion not before published as to our foreiga | 
relations and domestic affairs, It should 
announce the views of the President as to | 
questions likely to come before Congress, 
and recommend the course of action which 
he believes to be wise. Then it should stop. 
That is a virtue which none of the Pres- 


dents’ messages of late years have possessed 


soon enough. 


THE MESSAGE AND ITS CONTENTS. 

The President’s message may have demon- 
strated, as his friends so often claim, that he 
is a worker, but its inordinate length, its ver- 
bosity, and its repetition of statements which 
had appeared tn the department reports al- 
ready published made it a matter of charity 
to the reader to boil it down te such dimen- 
sions as might secure for it a reading, and 
this Tux Trrsune did, boiling two-thirds of 
the water out of it and thereby conferring a 
benefit upon the President himself. Had the 
document appeared in its orginal forty- 
column form its appalling dimensions would 
have terrified the average reader. In a 
message of this extraordinary, useless, and 
superfluous length there is much that might 
have been left unsaid, much that should have 


been said and was not, some recommenda- 


tions which even his political opponents will 
applaud and others which they will as em- 
phatically condemn. Some of the most im- 
portant may be touched upon briefly, taking 
them in the order they occur: 

1. Inder the head of foreign relations the 
President makes special allusion to the Keiley 
affair, and closes what he has to say—none of 
which is to the pomt—with the blunt declara- 
tion that he has made no new nomination to 
Austria, leaving the interests of the Govern- 
ment in the care of the Secretary of Legation. 
This is mere pique and silly resentment, put 
into his head by the Secretary of State be- 
cause his man Kelley was rejected. The Pres- 
ident knows, and his attention has been re- 
peatedly called to it by returning Ministers, 
that in 1819 this Government negotiated a 
treaty with every Power in the world at 
whose courts it has diplomatic representa- 
tion. This international agreement provides 
that these Powers shall at any time have the 
right to reject any person assigned to their 
courts from this country without offering 
any reason, and the Government of this coun- 
try has the same privilege. Mr. Cleveland 
has the same option that the Emperor of 
Austria has. He can peremptorily decline to 
receive any person sent here to represent 
Austria without assigning any reason, just as 
one person refuses to receive another into his 
family. Mr. Cleveland knows this. His 
whine about Keiley, therefore, is undignified. 
What he has to do is to send a man who is 
not objectionable. 

2. It will strike the country with general 
surprise, not unmixed with fresh suspicions 
of the Democratic intention to “ devastate 
the finances,” as Mr. Randall put it, that tho 
President sets his foot down emphatically 
upon the practical Nicaragua Canal scheme 
and commends with more than faint praise 
the Eads interocean wildcat ship-railway 
project. The Nicaragua Canal is perfectly 
feasible as compared with the latter, and ar- 
rangements could easily be made, other 
things being even, by which our Government 
would exclusively control it. The ship-rail- 
way scheme, on the other hand, is purely a 
theory. There is nothing similar to it in the 
world. It is not known, after it is built, 
whether it can be made to work. Every de- 
tail of it is experimental, and its construc- 
tion would be for the benefit of a private in- 
dividual. Mr. Eads has had a taste of the 
spoils in the New Orleans jetties, already 
filling up, and now he wants more. Con- 
gress should not listen for a moment to this 
project, which savors of jobbery. 

8. The President's position on the Chinese 
question will commend itself to the good 
sense of the country. While he would have 
the Chinese already here protected from such 
barbarities as were recently practiced upon 
them in Wyoming, he is none the less in 
favor of excluding Chinese labor, and, if the 
existing laws are not sufficient to keep it out, 
he is in favor of further remedial measures 
within the treaty limits which the wisdom of 
Congress may devise.“ There will also be 
very general assent to his suggestions in the 
matter of naturalization. The laws affect- 
ing it are too loosely drawn, and there is not 
a sufficient distinction made in them between 
those who honestly intend to become Amer- 
ican citizens, amenable to our laws, and those 
who go through the forms of naturalization 
merely to return to their native countries and 
escape allegiance or to occupy a hostile attitude 
towards them with impunity. The country 
will also commend his suggestion that Con- 
gress shall pass the legislation necessary to 
vitalize the commercial treaty recently con- 
cluded with Mexico. The growth of railroad 
communication between the two Republics, 
and the constantly increasing intercourse be- 
tween their people, make it desirable not 
alone that we should be in a favorable post- 
tion to benefit ourselves by its trade, the ad- 
vantages of which are in the hands of for- 
eign speculators, but that we should also be 
in a position to help Mexico in the develop- 
ment of her rich resources. American enter- 
prise and American methods introduced in 
that conservative Republic will open up new 
markets, enhance production, and result in 
mutual advantage. 

4. The President treats the Indian policy in 
a general way by recommending the appoint- 
ment of a commission of six members, three 
of them from the army, whose jurisdiction is 
to be almost unlimited, and includes every- 
thing pertaining to the Indian, no other check 
being placed upon them than the advice of 
the Secretary of the Interior, who is to act 
in consultation with them. The President, 
however, does not go to the root of the mat- 
ter. He barely alludes to the subject of 
educating them. The Secretary of the Inte- 
rior has done much better in his report. He 
has recognized education of the young In- 
dians as the surest and speediest method of 
civilizing them and adapting them to the 
habits of the whites, His proposition that 
the graduates of the seventy or eighty In- 
dian schools shall be sent as teachers, under 
the patronage of the five civilized tribes in 
the Indian Territory, to the wild tribes in the 
western part of the same Territory is a step 
in the right direction, and if it is carried out 


prevent the importation of Mormons into the 
country—is childish, The Saints would drive 
through such a law not only in an omnibus, 
but by caravans. There is but one practical 
way to deal with the Mormons, and that is to 
take the governing power, which they have 
abused, out of their hands and place it in 
the administration of a Federal commission, 
as was done in the District of Columbia. 
Such a commission, properly sustained, hav- 
ing the appointing power and armed with the 
authority of the Government, would do more 
to break down polygamy, strip the Mormon 
Church of its civil power, and compel obedi- 
ence to the laws of the Territory and coun- 
try than all that has yet been done. Under 
such a commission Utah would be governed 
in the interest of the people who own the 


Territory. 


THE OHIO ELECTION CONSPIRACY. 

The Ohio Supreme Court consists of three 
Democrats and two Republicans—one of the 
Democrats having been appointed by Gov. 
Hoadly to fill a vacancy and hold office until 
his suecessor was elected and qualified. At 
the last election a Republican successor was 
chosen by 28,000 majority; but it is part of 
the Democratic fraud in Hamilton Cougty to 
prevent this Judge taking his seat a 
the mandamus case disposed of whil 
Democrats hold a majority in the Supreme 
Court. For this reason Dalton, the County 
Clerk at Cincinnati, refuses to forward the 
election returns, and the State canvassers are 
unable to declare the result of the election 
and give the new Judge his certificate, By 
this trickery and violation of law the hold- 
over Judge is being continued m office after 
the election of his successor in order to have 
the ballot-box-stuffing cases decided by a 
Democratic court. The court appears to be 
aiding the scheme, and has already advanced 
the stuffing eases en the docket and taken 
them up out of their order. 

In the court below a Democratic Judge 
united with two Republican Judges of the 
Appellate Court in repudiating the election 
forgeries and holding that four Republican 
Senators and eight Republican members of 
the House were elected in Hamilton County. 
It seems to be thought, however, that Hoad- 
ly’s Supreme Judge, who is being continued 
in office in violation of law and the election 
of his successor, and for the purpose of con- 
summating an outrageous fraud, will give his 
vote to sustain the forged election returns. 
Dalton, the law-defying County Clerk, holds 
the election returns and prevents the Judge 
elected by the people from taking his seat, 
and there seems to be no way short of revo- 
lution to prevent the nullification of the law 
by this official desperado, who is determined 
to have the will of the people overthrown by 
fraud and forgery. Omitting the four con- 
tested seats, there are seventeen Republican 
and sixteen Democratic Senators elected. 
The four contested seats, therefore, control 
the Senate. 

If Judge Atherton, who is now holding of- 
fice after the expiration of his term and 
usurping another man’s seat, will give his vote 
to sustain the forgeries, the result of the elec- 
tion in Hamilton County may be reversed 
and the four fraudulent Senators counted in. 
The four frauds may then vote in turn to 
support one another. When the credentials 
of the first are presented the remaining three 
will vote to count in the fraud, who will then 
unite with the third and fourth to count in 
the second. The success of this organization 
for mutual fraud is a matter of National con- 
cern. The Republican majority on joint bal- 
lot is so small, with the four frauds counted 
against them, that a United States Senator 
may be elected by adding a few cases of 
bribery to the original fraud. The Ohio con- 
spiracy, involving the prostitution of right 
and justice from the Supreme bench down to 
the election judges and County Clerk in 
Hamilton County, is one of the most elabo- 
rate, nefarious, and shameless ever devised 
to degrade the suffrage and reverse the popu- 
lar will. It is possible that the conspirators 
have reckoned falsely on the support of 
all the Democratic Judgvws of the Supreme 
Court, but the indications now are that the 
outrage will be consummated according to 
the original plan. 


CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM PREACH- 
ING AND PRACTICE. 

In the civil-service reform séction of his 
message the President says: 

The rules and regulations adopted by the 
commission have much to do with the prac- 
tioal usefulness of the statute and with the 
results of its application. The people may well 
trust the commission to execute the law with 
perfect fairness and with as litle irritation as 
is possible. But ot course no relaxation of the 
principie which underiies it and no weaken- 
ing of the safeguards which surround it can be 
expected, Experience in its administration 
wil probably suggest an amendment of the 
methods of its execution, but I venture to hope 
that we never shail again be remttted to the system 
which distributes public positions purely as re- 
wards for partisan service. Doubts may well be 
entertained whether our Government could 
survive the strain of a continuance of this 
system, which, upon every change of Admin- 
istration, inspires an immense army of claim- 
ants for office to lay siege to the patronage of 
the Government, engrossing the time of pub- 
lic officers with their importunities, spreading 
abroad the contagion of their disappointment, 
and filling the air with the turmoil of their dis- 
content. 

This unquestionably expresses the true 
gospel of civil-service reform; but is the 
preacher practicing what he preaches? Un- 
der his Administration, not yet ten months 
old, have the thousands of public positions 
been distributed in any other way than as re- 
wards for partisan service? Were Higgins, 
Troup, Chase, Aquila Jones, Hedden, Beat- 
tie, and numerous others occupying high 
places under the Government appointed for 
any other reason? Would Mullen have been 
pardoned out of the penitentiary if he had 
not been a partisan worker for Hoadly and 
Hoadly had not been a partisan worker for 
Cleveland himself? How do such appoint- 
ments as these comport with the professions 
he makes in bis message? With the excep- 
tion of a few unimportant clerkships in the 
departments, the great majority of the &p- 
pointments made by his Administration have 
deen in direct violation of the spirit, and

If President Cleveland, as he claims, is car- 
rying out the Civil-Service law, he is doing so 
on the methods of the spoils system.

He is praising the reform of 
the civil service and disbursing office as the 
reward of partisanship of the most offen- 
sive description. He urges the merit sys- 
tem and consents to the removal of thou- 
sands of officials for no other cause than 
that they are Republicans and not Demo- 
crats, and fills their places with spoils- 
men who have done partisan service. He 
must be judged by what he practices, net by 
what he preaches; by his deeds, not by his 
words; and judging him by this standard his 
eulogium of civil-service reform is void, and 
insincere, and a useless waste of words. It 
may serve to flatter mugwumps and console 
them for the pitiful display they made of 
themselves in New York, but it will not de- 
ceive the people, who will judge him, not by 
high-sounding, hypocritical pretenses of re- 
form, but by, the manner in which he exe- 
cutes the law he professes to favor. 
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MANNING’S ATTACK ON THE GRHEN- 
BACK CURRENCY. 

The most abominable feature of Secretary 
Manning's report is the recommendation for 
the retirement of the legal-tender greenbacks 
and their complete elimination from the cur- 
rency system of the United States. Mr. 
Cleveland does not in so many words ap- 
prove this extraordinary recommendation as 
made by his Secretary of the Treasury, but 
he indorses Manning’s. report in general 
terms and commends it to the favorable con- 
sideration of Congress! Mr. Cleveland no- 
where takes issue with the Secretary in re- 
gard to the abolition of the greenbacks, but 
by his silence gives consent to the recom- 
mendation made by his subordinate. The 
message and the accompanying report of Sec- 
retary Manning put the Administration be- 
fore the country as favoring the early retire- 
ment and cancellation of the entire green- 
back currency. Manning would not dare to 
make such a recommendation to Congress 
without the sanction of his chief. 

Manning recommends the repeal of the act 
of May 31. 1878, which provided for the re- 
issue of greenbacks so as to maintain their 
volume at 346 millions, and he argues that 
this law was a violation of the solemn pledge 
made by Congress in March; 1869, that the 
entire legal-tender currency should be re- 
deemed. The question which Manning and 
Cleveland thus seek to raise has been passed 
on by Congress, approved by the people, and 
adjudicated by the Supreme Court in the case 
of Julliard vs. Greenman in a decision ren- 
dered March 3, 1884, in the last of the legal- 
tender cases. The conclusion reached by the 
highest judicial authority in the country was 
that when a greenback was once redeemed 
every pledge which the Government had 
made concerning it stood performed ; that the 
reissue of such a note was a political question 
to be decided by Congress in such manner as 
the public welfare might require, and that in 
peace or in war, in this country as in all the 
nations of Europe, the power to issue legal- 
tender notes was one of the attributes of a 
sovereign Government, The precise language 
of the court was as follows: ; 


The question whether at any particular time, 
in war or in peace, the exigency is such, by 
reason of unusual and pressing demands on 
the resources of the Government, or of the inad- 
equacy of gold and silver voin to furnish the 
currency needed for the uses of the Govern- 
ment and of the people, is a political question 
to be determined by Congress when the ques- 
tion of exigency arises and not a judicial ques- 
tion to be afterwards passed on by the courts. 


It is the legislation on which this ruling 
rests that Manning and Cleveland now pro- 
pose to destroy. They propose a revolution- 
ary doctrine which would deprive the Na- 
tional Government of one of its sovereign 
powers and render it powerless to meet “‘ un- 
usual and pressing demands,” or to supply 
the inadequacy of gold and silver coin to 
furnish the currency needed for the uses of the 
Government and the people”—a function 
which belongs to every sovereign government 
in the world and which can be denied the 
United States only on the theory that this 
is a confederacy and not a Nation. The 
decree of the Supreme Court that the 
National Government is vested with author- 
ity to meet financial exigencies by an exercise 
of the legal-tender power has been over- 
whelmingly approved by the people East, 
West, and South, and to a great degree with- 
out distinction of party. The people are em- 
phatically of the opinion that the power to 
meet financial exigencies, to forestall unex- 
pected demands, and supply the inadequacy 
of geld and silver coin is a vital and neces- 
sary function of the National Government. 
That power having been vindicated and es- 
tablished by the Supreme Court, the proposi- 
tion to repeal the legislation on which it 
rests and adopt the Manning-Cleveland the- 
ory of an exclusive coin currency is fairly 
revolutionary. 

Manning's other recommendations are of 
trivial importance as compared with the 
proposition to retire and cancel the 346 mill- 
ions of legal-tender greenbacks and leave the 
country in ‘¢ the boa-folds of a currency con- 
striction ” by making coin the only legal ten- 
der. Unless the Cleveland- Manning recom- 
mendations are promptly repudiated the 
Administration will stand committed to this 
course. Manning is simply the President's 
assistant and subordinate, and Mr. Cleveland 
is primarily responsible for official acts and 
recommendations of his Secretary of the 
Treasury. There is abundant reason to 
believe that Manning bas simply gone a step 
ahead in outlining the future course of the 
Administration, and that the legal-tender de- 
cision will yet be reversed by packing the 
Supreme Court with Democratic Judges, 
drawn, like the members of Cleveland’s Cab- 
inet, almost exclusively from the East. In 
that way the enforced retirement and cancel- 
lation of the greenbacks may be effected with- 
out any action by Congress. The effect would 
be lamentable in creating a severe contraction 
of thecurrency, but still worse in crippling 
the Government and stripping it ofa power 
essential to National sovereignty. Wall

But where the 
appointees are in themselves unohjectionable, 
as in most of tł e Chicago offices, the Repub- 
lican Senators will probably offer no fractious 
opposition to their confirmation.

THE EASTERN WAR-CLOUD, 
IT 18 LOOMING UP IN A MORE OMINOUS 
MANNER THAN AT A PREVIOUS TIME. 

London., Deo, 10—4 a. m. Via Mackay-Ben- 
nett Cable to The Tribune. — The situation in 
the Balkans is rapidiy assuming a more tureat- 
eum phase than at any period since the out- 
break of hostilities. 

Fresh difficulties in the negotiations between 
King Milan and Prince Alexander have been 
interposed by their respective Governments, 
and protests from both nationalities are pour- 
ing in from all parts of Bulgaria and Servia.

Lowpon, Dec. 9,—| Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune,|—Today’s developments re- 
garding the Balkan imbraglio make it evident 
that the preservation of the peace of Europe 
depends more than ever upon tne tact of 
Prince Alexander. He has telegraphed the 
Porte that, knowmg nothing of the proceed- 
ings of the conference on the Balkan question, 
he is unable to decide on a course ot action re- 
specting Buigaro-Roumelian affairs without 
baving the assistance of the views of the Na- 
tional Assembiy regarding the situation. He 
bas proposed to defer the settlement of the 
matter until February. 

It is certain that Russia is playing a double 
game, but it is uncertain whetber Turkey ia a 
victim or an accomplice. Rustem Pasha, the 
Turkish Ambasfador at London, today in- 
formed Lord Salisbury that the Sultan's army 
would invade Eastern Roumelia if the Turkish 
Commissioners were repuised. The same noti- 
fication was given today to Germany, the Sul- 
tan so stating tothe German Ambassador at 
Constantinople, and probably to all the great 
vowers, It is almost certain that it was given 
to Russia, for Baron de Staal, the Russian 
Ambassador, ame at the heels of 
Rustem Pasha to the Foreign Office 
and ann@unced te Lord Salisbury that 
Russia (will not allow the Porte to 
crush the melians. This announcement is 
surprising, in view of the notorious fact that 
Russian agents have been in Constantinople 
for weeks urging the Porte to invade Roumelia 
with or withouta pretext. The theory at the 
Foreign Office is that hussia is secretly egging 
au the Porte to invade Roumelia, and that she 
is at the same time making open preparations 

for declaring such an act a casus belli against 
Turkey. This would involve a repudiation of 
the acts of the Russian secret agents, but 
this is an old trick in Muscovite diplomacy, 
and the disgraced agents could be rewarded by 
fut offices at home. 

GENERAL ADVICES. 

A dispateh from Philippopolis says: In an 
interview today Mibad Pasha, the Turkish 
Commissioner, whe is returning to Constanti- 
nople, said that cordial relations between Tur- 
key and Buigaria could be easily arranged if 
Russia's objection to Prince Alexander could 
be overcome, adding that the Bulgarians are 
wiliing to sacrifice everything for a union with 
Roumeiia. 

A petition, signed by many of the inhabitants 
of the Isiand of Crete, has been forwarded to 
the Powers requesting the union of Crete with 
Greece if Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia are 
united. The Porte protests against any atten- 
tion being paid to the petition and claims that 
the signatures attached are not authentie. 

The number of Servians encamped at Nissa 
exceeds 100,000. They are well armed. Col. 
Horvatovich, the commander, is vigorously 
arranging defenses. 

Turkish volunteers are arriving at Rustchuk 
daily, singing the war song: Hau Bulgaria!“ 
They will form separate battalions. The Bul- 
garian war preparations continue unabatea. 

The German, Austrian, and Russian Consuls 
at Constantinople accompany Djevdet Pasha to 
Roumelia as members of an international com- 
mission. 

Says a Cettinje dispatch: “After repeated 
conferences between Prince Nicholas, Prince 
Karageorvics, and the Greek Mipister, the 
Government has sent the Premier on a mission 
to Vienna and St. Petersburg.“ 

The Standard’s correspondent at Belgrade 
says the Powers bave instructed their agents 
to further as lar as possible the conclusion of 
peace, It is stated that Servia and Bu:garia 
have intimated their readiness to submit to the 
decisions of the Powers. 

A Vienva dispatch says: Peace negotiahons 
have commenced in earnest on the basis of the 
persona! unton of the Bulgarias and the nomi- 
nation of Prince Alexander to be Governor of 
Roumelia for five years. 


FRANCE’S LOSING COLONIAL GAME. 
GEN. DE COURCY RECALLED—HE 18 s8UC- 
CEEDED BY GEN. NEGRIER. 

Pakts, Dec. 9.—Gen. de Courcy has been re 
calied from Annam. Gen. Négrier succeeds 
in command of the French troops. Gen. de 
Courcy is accused of baving, in his 
reports, magnified the difficulty of che situa- 
tion in Annam and of imprudently meddling 
with the Aunamise authorities, thereby ex- 
citing the natives to the verge of a national 
revolt, | 


[Gen. Négrier, who suceeeds Gen. de Courcy in 
Annam, comes of a fighting stock. His grand- 
father, who was in command of ea French frigate at 
San Domingo when the Revolution broke out, had 
as wonderful an escape from death as any to be 
found in the fictions of Ponsoa du Terreil. His 
crew mutinied and bung bim at the yard-arm, 
but his black servant contrived to cut the rope de- 
fore life was extinct, and Capt. Négrier fell into 
the sea. He swam to a foreign vessel under a hat 
of bullets from his own, and got safely on board. 
He subsequently took part in several French roy- 
alist expeditions, and died in Portugal shortly de- 
tore the restoration. His eldest son entered Na- 
poleon’s service and fought at Waterloo, where he 
received tive wounds, none of them mortal. He 
was killed in 1848, before a barricade in the Fau- 
bourg St. Antoine, while expostuiating with the 
rioters and endeavoring to bring them to reason.

— The reality of M. Pasteur s 
discovery does not pass altogether uncontest- 
ed. M. Henri Rochefort's Intransigeant has be- 
come the champion of M. Pasteur'e adversa- 
ries. M. Rochetort signs a leader in today’s 
Intransigeaut headed Virus.“ The Oppor- 
tuniste, it declares, is the only Government pa 
per that believes in M. Pasteur aad that the 
Ministers have pronounced a mot d'ordere, 
that to refuse to believe in M. Pasteur has be- 
come as crimina! as it formerly was to insult 
M. Ferry. M, Roobefort cites the following 
story asaproofof M. Pasteur’s inability to 
prevent hydrophobia: 

** A girl 6 years old, named Eliza, was bitten 
some months ago by a dog. Sue was sent by 
her parents to the country, where she re- 
mained several weeks. Afterward she re- 
turned to Paris, when she was placed under M. 
Pasteur’s care, who practiced on her the m- 
oculation of tris attenuated virus. The child 
soon displayed symutoms of hydropbobia and 
expired last week after horrible suffering,” 

M. Rochefort defies M. Pasteur to contraaict 
this story, and concludes as follow: At the 
present moment it not only is certain that M. 
Pasteur cannot prevent nydrophobia, but it is 
not quite sure that he does not communicate it 
to simpletons who believe they have it; se we 
cannot yet decide whether this inoeulation is 
dangerous or merely useless. We expect one 
of these days to hear that somebody bas died 
of bydrophobia although never bitten by a 
mad dog,” 7 

Today I called upon M. Pasteur at his labo- 
ratory and asked him about the case referred 
to by M. Rochefort. M. Pusteur made to me 
the following statement: It is perfectly true 
that the chila alluded toby M. Rochefort died 
of hydrophobia after inoculation. She was 
brought to me thirty-six days after the bite. 
She was bitten on the head, the dog's teeta 
getting in close proximity to the brain. With 
children the virus works quicker than with 
adults. With echidren bydrophobia breaks 
out frequently thirty days after the bite, 
When the girl was brought to me I refused to 
treat the case, as it was hopeless, but Dr. Vai- 
pian and other higbest medical authorities told 
me that under the circumstances it was my 
duty to make the attempt. But the virus had 
already made such progress that the patient 
died It was always urgent that cases should 
reach me as soon as possible after the bite, 
although there is always a chance for suc- 
cessful treatment so jong as hbydrophobia 
bas not actually set in, and 1 am ready 
to attempt prevention by inoculation at 
any period after the bite, but 
1 do not pretend to guarantee every case. In 
the case of the little girl in question the virus 
had already developed to such a degree that 
inoculation failed, although in the case of the 
Aigerian children it was successful after a 
lapse of two morths after che bite. When the 
Newark children reach me I shall commence 
inoculation twice a day. Inoculations at any 
time later than ten days before the hydropho- 
bia would break out’are always attended wity 
risk.”

New Tonk. Dec, 9.—[Special.|—The French 
steamship Canada sailed for Havre early this 
morning, baving on board four of the six 
children who were bitten by a mud dogin New- 
ark Dec. 2.

Ourcaaqo, II., Dec. 9. I Editor of The Trib- 
une.j—Spain began ber deciine under the first 
Bourbon who sat on ber throne, Philippe 
V., grandson of Louis XIV. The contracted 
policy of this unthinking despot sowed the 
seeds of decay. In the colonies agriculture 
and industry were discouraged and even re- 
stricted, that Spain might furnish food and 
manufactured wares. Tae trade of the island- 
ers was confined by law, and they became com- 
paratively impover.shed for want of commerce. 
There could be no better illustration of the 
“vaulting ambition that o’erleaps itself.“ 
These luxuriant islands might have brought 
incalculable wealth to the Government under 
a liberal and humane policy, but the tyrannical 
monopoly defeated itself. The cruelty used 
toward the natives of Cuba and Harti, 
the suspicion and persecution of the Church, 
the unrelenting military rule—these were 
the causes which precipitated the Spanish- 
American revolt, e Cortes only assembled 
at long intervals for form’s sake. The Coun- 
ciis, appointed by tae King and under bis 
direction, exercised no restraint upon the 
monarch, who had the Inquisition at his dis- 
Offices of State were sold to the highest 
bidder, agriculture neglected, industry en- 
feebied, and ignorance and theft existed every- 
where; the Grandees at the Court, their estates 
running to waste, and the 8 decreased 
by idleness and diseased 4 Thus 
Spain sowed the wind; Napoleon was the 
whiriwind she reaped. After he had placed 
his iron heel upon her she lost her rank among 
the nations, though England placed the old 
power upon the thrope, The South American 
colonies took heart and revolted. France 
watched like a iynx, and crushed every 
progressive movement. It was 1637 before the 
Liberal party succeeded in securing a fair Con- 
stitution. Under this every province basa 
right to return at least one uty for every 
50. 000 people to the Congress of ties. The 
Senute is three-fifths the size of the latter 
body, and the members are selected by the 
King from lists prepared by electors. Taxes, 
etc., are referred to the Deput-es, and are 
passed upon by the Senate before . receiving 
royal consideration. However, a good slice of 
power was reserved for the King. His boay 
was deciared sacred; he sanctions laws, issues

the Nineteenth Oentury. engineering 
triumphs in the wey of tunneling, bridging, 
etc., are equal to the best. 

The Spain of moonlight of coy, 
be-latticed beauties, of «rim Knights Tem- 
plar, of castles crumbling beneath the ivy, the 
country of chivairy, of vineyards, of dancing, 
and duennas, is doubtless still there for the 
dilettante to amuse himself with, but the peo- 
ple are drudging with anelent tools for 15 
cents a day. The mountains, the sweeping 
tabie-iands, the swift flowing Guadalquivir 
are as beautiful as poetry reports, but tne 
licantious young King is dead ana a wicked 
old woman is plotting for the throne she mig- 
uses, while French republicanism iurks be- 
hind the corner on the outlook.

Lonpos, Dec. 9.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The ir: bune, |—The negotiatiogs bet ween 
the Tories and the Whigs for an anti-Parnell 
ovalition make but slow progress and the out- 
look for the Tories in thie direction is discour- 
aging. It is believed that they have hitherto 
approached only a few moderate nobodies in 
the Liberal ranks. They have made overtures 
to perhaps a dozen of the eminently respecta- 
ble Whigs who bave been returned as Liberals 
from the agricultural counties. The defec- 
tion of these gentiomen irom the Liberal 
side would inflict nothmg more than 
& numerieal loss upon the Liberal 
party, They do not sbine in debate 
because they do not debate. They are not in- 
vited to the inner councils of the party be- 
cause they have never noticed previous invita- 
tions. They are useful, according to their 
numbers, when there is a close division, but 
they are generally absent on such occasions. 
Among the members of this type are the Hon. 
Messrs. Fitzwilliam, younger sons of the third 
and fourth Baris of Fitzwilliam. They have sat 
for years as Liberal members for Yorkshire, 
but bave also deen suspected of Tory 
leanings. Another lukewarm Libera! 
is Sir Edward Willism Watkins. He 
bas scat as 2 Liberal for twenty 
years, but he bas just been reBlected for Hythe 
as an Independent, his opponent being a 
Radical. Some of these gentiemen believe 
that their peculiar qualities could be better 
displayed on the somnolent benches of the 
House of Lords, and it should not be forgotten 
that Lord Salisbury will bave ample time to 
create a score of peerages’ before any turn of 
the crisis can unseat him. 

The Tories have probably gained a handful 
of recruits among the weakened and land- 
owning Whigs, but such stalwarts as 
Lord Hartington and Mr. Goschen have 
not even been approached, Buch 
men are, in fact, unapproachable at present. 
They have determined to at least await the 
opening of the new Parliament and to study 
its developments. They are especially anxious 
to know che extent of Mr. Parneli’s demands. 
Many politicians, including a majority of the 
Whig meuders, cherish the bope that he will 
take much less than he has bitherto formu- 
jated. This hope is based largely upon the 
belief that the Nationalists cannot afford the 
expense of another general election within a 
few months or weeks. 

The Orangemen are defiant and pugnacious. 
The Tory members from Ulster intend to for- 
mally notify the House ot their undymg oppo- 
sition to home-rule. Most of them are ani- 
mated by the spirit which has been displayed 
by Mr. William Johnstone, an Orange leader of 
Belfast. Mr. Johnstone bas just been elected 
as a straightout Orangeman by a majority of 
two to one over his Liberal and Tory opponents 
combined. Flushed with this victory, 
he made a speech at Belfast yester- 
day in which he assured a cheering crowd 
that the Orangemen were quite ready 
to take up arms to defend the Union 
and to avert the coming of chaos. The prev- 
alence of this spirit among the Irish Tories 
makes the project of a Tory-Parneliite alliance 
appear hopeless.

THE GENERAL SITUATION. 

Lowpon, Dec. 10. — Seven parliamentary 
seats remain to be declared. The Liberals 
count upon gaining three of these seats, which 
would raise their total to 334, against 836 Con- 
servatives and Nationalists. 

A report which is believed in Liberal clubs is 
current to the effect that Mr. Gladstone bas de- 
cided to seize the first chance to oust the Con- 
servatives. He is said to be eager for office, 
proposing to conclude hia public life with the 
production of a Home-Rule measure for Ire 
land. 

Mr. Bradlaugh bas entered into negotiations 
with the Liberal leaders. He proposes not to 
present himself at the bar of the House of 
Commons to take the oath of office at the 
opening of Parliament, provided the Liberals 
will introduce and support a bill allowing mem- 
bers-elect to affirm instead of taking the oath. 

The number of members of the new House 
of Commons who never before were elected to 
Parliament is 332. Tuis has bad no parallel 
since the first Parliament under the Reform 
bill in 1832. 

The Daily News anticipates that the Liberals 
will await the declaration of Lord Salisbury’s 
program before taking any action.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANES. 

There is to be a vigorous effort to get this 
Congress to adopt a system of savings banks 
ia connection with the Post-Office Department. 
Au effort is made to show Congress the 
inadequacy the present savings-bank sys- 
teme of the United States, and the lack of con- 
fidence in them by the very poor. The system 
which was introduced in Great Britain has 
been a great success, and bas now extended to 
Belgium, Japan, Italy. and the Netherlands. 
At any post-office savings bank deposits are 
received of any sum not less than a shilling 
(25 cents) nor more than thirty pounds ($150) 
in one year. When the deposit amounts to 
one pound ($5), interest is allowed at the rate 
of 2% per cent perannum. At every post- 
office blank forms can be obtained free of 
charge, upon which twelve penny (two-cent) 
postage-stamps can be affixed; and, when the 
Yorm is thus filied, it will be received at any 
post-office savings bank as a deposit of 25 
cents. Every depositor in a post-office savings 
bank receives a deposit book, by means of 
“whith be can make fresh deposits at, or with- 
draw his money from, any post-office savings 
bank in the United Kingdom. The popularity 
of this system is shown by the fact that the 
deposits in these postal savings banks now 
amount to some $200,000,000, while the number 
ot depositors is nearly 3,000,000. The real 
value of this system is shown by the fact that 
it seems to bave actually created all these savs 

ings, tor the business of the private saving-

W. H. Beebe—It’s a long and cumbersome 
document, and I shall have it for supper to- 
night. 

Judge Couch—As far as I have read it I con- 
sider it pretty fair and reasonable. It looks 
like an honest attempt to grapple with the 
great problems, and I like the ideas on tariff. 

Murry Nelson—I think the message on the 
whole good, though rather long. The salient 
points are those dealing with the navy, coast 
defenses, and silver. 1 agree with the views 
on the silver question, though I once was in 
favor of the silver law. I think, towever, that 
more should have been said about the army, as 
our land forces are not large enough to pre- 
serve order and peace on the trontiers and in 
large cities. There should be an adequate 
military detachment in the vicinity of every 
large city. 

A. M. Wright—I've read a synopsis of the 
message, and I am favorably impressed on the 
whole. I do not, of course, agree with 
the silver views expressed, and think the 
President is not sufficientiy explicit on tne 
tar itt question.

Lambert, one of the empioyés making the afii- 
davits, Mr. Troy said had been appointed some 
months ago on the recommendation of Con- 
gressman Ward, and had since that time de- 
voted his time mainly to trymg to find out 
something wrong in the service. The two, he 
said, were incompetent and uofitted by their 
habits for the positions they held, and would 
probably bave been discharged long ago but 
for the intercession of triends and promises to 
do better. Another wasachronic kicker and 
had long been seeking a chance to get even 
with Capt. White. As to the charges them- 
selves, Mr. Troy declared they were without 
exception maliviously false. This was espe- 
cially true regarding the sending of postal em- 
ployés to Cincinnat: at the October election in 
1884. This division of the postal service was 
entirely outside of Capt. White’s jurisdiction. 
Besides, if any employés were hauled to Cin- 
cinnati in an empty postal car, that would 
be purely a matter of. the 
company’s. The charges against 
W bite’s personal habits Mr. 
ssid were wunqualifiediy false and would 
probably operate in the nature of a boomer 
ang and show the credence which should be 
given the men who were employed in the affi- 
davit business. Since the charges had been 
formaliy made and the affidavits given to the 
public, Mr. Troy thought Capt. White would 
probably demand a hearing from Postmaster- 
General Vilas, and would take pains to show 
the character of bis accusers and the motives 
which animated them. 

in local Democratic circles it was whispered 
that the preferring of the charges was a mis- 
take. It was stated that W. C. Goudy, Post- 
master Judd, and others of the President's 
Chicago cabinet were friendly to Capt. Wbite’s 
retention in office and would advise strongly 
against any change.

POSTMASTER JUDD AND SENATOR LOGAN.

He saia Senator Logan 
might oppose him, but it would only result in 
another Democratic Postmaster. Mr. Palmer, 
be said, could never get back. Senator Logan 
had always been on friendly terms with him. 
but that, he said, would make no aifference. 
He had haa no corres nee with Senator 
Logan or anybody eise on the subject. As the 
office was of no great moment to him person- 
ally he bad not bestirred himself, and the only 
serious feature to bim was that be would not 
like to have the Senate reject bis appointment.

pool was held yesterday for the purpose of re- 
orgapizing and strengthening the present pool. 
All the lines were fully represented. There 
were present C. C. Waite, Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton; M. E. Inga/ls, Cincinaati, Indianap- 
olis, St. Louis & Chicago; J. N. McCullough, 
William stewart, D. 8. Gray, and James Mo- 
Crea, Pan-Handle; C. B. Henderson and H. C. 
Diehl, Indiana, Bloomington & Western: J. B. 
Carson and W. H. MeDoel, Louisville, New Al- 
bany & Chicago; O. 8. Lyford and F. V. Davis, 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois; Horace Tucker, Illi- 
nois Central. Statistics were presented by Com- 
missioner Richardson showing the working of 
the pool for the last year and the 
net revenue accruing to each road in- 
terested on both freight and passenger 
‘traffic. The statements rendered were highly 
satisfactory, and congratulatory expressions 
were made by the Managers of the various 
roads, It was shown that the percentages in 
effect during the year had been as nearly just 
as could have been reasonably expected. The 
gross earrings in the pool traffic amounted 
to a little over $1,500,000, and the discrepancies 
in the percentages amounted to but $23,000, 
showing a difference from the allotted percent- 
ages of less than 2 per cent divided among the 
various rounds of tne pool. It was the unani- 
mous Opinion that under such circumstances 
it would be the hight of folly to discontinue an 
arrangement so highly satisfactory. Only the 
Pan-Handle and Louisville. New Albany & Chi- 
cago had overcarried their percentages, and 
those roads complained that they had to pay in 
consequence a larger share of the expenses of 
the pool. This matter, it was thought, could 
be easily rectified in the new allotment of per- 
centages. After considerable discussion the 
following resoludon was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting that 
the Chicago and Ohio River Pool” be continued, 

mmencing Jan. 1, 1886, and continuing until Dec. 

1886, and thereafter unttli thirty days’ notice of 
termination in writing be given; and that the sta- 
tistics presented this day, and such other informa- 
tion as may be presented hereafter to such com- 
mittee, be referred to a committee composed of 
Chairman v. T. Malott, Commissioner L. D. Rich- 
ardson, and Secretary B. E. „with instruo- 
tions to make such recommendations to the Execu- 
tive Committee for the revision of the existing 
percentages asin their judgment is equitable 

A right, based upon the results of the year 1885, 
and such revision of percentages shall, when 
adopted, date from Jan. 1, 1886. 

The following resolution was also adopted: 

Resolved, That the Commissioner be requested at 
once to obtain if possible an agreement of the 
lines to put the full reveuue on all business carried 
to and from pool territory by outside routes, the 
same to be taken in the consideration of the per- 
centages which they shall recommend to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

The question of getting the [linois Central 
and Chicago & Eastern lilinois Roads to place 
their business to the South via Cairo and Ev- 
ansvilie (which is not included in the present 
pool) into the new pool was then considered. 
It was stated that tne failure to have that bus- 
mess included in tbe old pool was one of the 
most serious troubles from which the combi- 
nation had to suffer, and if this business was 
included in the new pool the principal obstacle 
in the way of the successful working of the 
pool would be removed, It was thought best 
to make a separate pool with the Illinois Cen- 
tral and Chicago & Eastern Illinois Roads for 
the traffic carried via Cairo & Evansville, and 
finally a resolution was adopted that the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Chicago and Ohio-River 
Pool be requested to meet with Managers of 
the lines carrying Southern traffic to and from 
Chicago via Cairo and Henderson (Evansville) 
routes and endeayor to arrange with them a 
pool covering such traffic. Another meeting 
will be beld today, when it is er- 
pected that arrangements will de per 
fected to continue the pool for another year. 
The General Passenger Agents of the various 
roads in the Chicago and Ohio River pool held 
a meeting last evening, but beyond investigat- 
ing charges against certain roads for violation 
of agreement no business of interest was 
transacted. 


TRYING TO SETTLE THE OMAHA DRESSED- 
BEEF TROUBLES. 

An effort will be made today to bring about 
a settlement of the trouble regarding dressed- 
beef rates befween Omaha and Chicago. As 
the Commissioner was prevented by resolution 
from calling a meeting of the association until 
all roads had settled their balances great diffi- 
culty was found to bring about a meeting of 
the managers at which to consider the complii- 
cations and to bring about an agreement 
by which a war on Omaha and Nebraska busi- 
ness can be avoided. But after considerable 
correspondence the managers of the various 
roads interested in that business agreed to bold 
an informal meeting at the office of Commis- 
sioner Faithorn today. From tbis it is sur- 
mised that the roads which first ubjected to the 
compromise that the Milwaukee & St. Paul was 
willing to accept have changed their minds, 
and that after ail they are ready to compromise 
the matter on the terms first proprosed. 


THE DIAGONAL LINE. 

While the Northwestern’s officials deny that 
they have secured control ot the Diagonal Line 
it ig considered quite certain that they are ne- 
gotiating for its purchase. The Diagonal at 
present is used by the Milwaukee & St. Paui as 
an outlet to Des Moines, and it has ail along 
been supposed that that company would secure 
control of the Diagonal. It is learned, how- 
ever, from an official of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul that bis company does not desire to pur- 
chase the road at the price demanded for the 
same, as it can build a new line to Des Moines 
tor much less money. It can also, in the event 
of the Northwestern securing control of the 
Diagonal, make an arrangement with the St. 
Louis, Des Moines & Northern for a Des 
Mo:nes outlet, baving had such an arrange- 
ment with that road previous to entering into 
the existiug arrangement with the Diagonal. 


THE EFFECT OF VANDERBILT'S DEATH. 

The death of Vanderbilt was but little dis- 
cussed in railroad circles yesterday, every- 
body seeming to be convinced that tne event 
would have no more effect on railroad affairs 
than the death of any other prominent rail- 
road man. If Vanderbilt had died two or 
three years ago, before he had _ virt- 
ually retired from the active management 
of his rouds, bis death, it is believed, would 
have caused a serious panic. Even if he bad 
died last winter, when railroad affairs were in 
a demoralized condition, serious results might 
have followed. Vanderbilt’s affairs, it is 
claimed, are in such ashape that his proper- 
ties will be managed the same as they were 
when he was alive. Had he been a large bor- 
rower of money much of his stock would have 
been thrown on the market, but as it is bis 
stock will be firmly held, and as appears from 
telegraphic reports even hie money is now 
used to support the Vanderbilt specialities. 
Mr. J. N. MoCullough, Vice-President of the 
Pennsylvania, who was in the city yesterdays, 
states that there is no fear in the minds of 
railroad magnates that Vanderbilt's death 
will in the least interfere with the 
pooling agreements recent!y made between the 
Eastern roads. The managers of the Vanderbilt 
properties were more than ever interested in 
securing the maintenance of rates and in pre- 
venting the properties under their charge from 
deteriorating. Business was still very light— 
much lighter than it had been at this time last 
year—and unless the roads were geting re- 
munerative rates, matters would soon be again 
in as bad a sbape as they were a short time 
But the fact could not be denied that

THE MAXWELL NOT LOST. 

GODERICH, Ont., Dec. 9.—[Special.}—The schr A. 
C. Maxwell, reported lost with all hands, came 
ashore near this port this mornifg. Her crew are 
safe. The steam-barge V. Swain, having in tow 
the Maxwell, Capt. W. Packer in command, cleared 
from Marquette for Cleveland with a cargo of iron- 
ore. Fair sailing weather was experienced until 
off Point Aux Barques last Friday night, when a 
heavy gale and snow-storm from the northeast set 
in. About twenty miles of Sand Beach the two-line 
parted, the gale increasing in fury. The night was 
intensely dark and thick. The Captain of the Max- 
well could not see the length of the vessel 
ahead and he let go her anchors. The 
sea washing completely over the vessel and ice 
forming made her position precarious. Her boat 
and steering gear were carried away. During Satar- 
day her anchors began to drag, the wind shifting 
to the northwest, blowing a living gale, and freez- 
ing hard. In the meantime the pumps were kept 


going night and day. During Sunday the storm 


continued, the vessel drifting helplessly before 
the wind. Monday evening the storm began 
to subside in its fury, and during the 
night the wind changed to the southeast, but a tre- 
mendous sea was running. The crew cleared the 
deck of what ice they could and hoisted what sail 
they had left, and managed to keep her by the wind 
without a rudder. Yesterday the wind kept her 
moving along, and this morning about 4 o’clock she 
went ashore below Goderich. Assoon as daylight 
came the rigging of the vessel attracted the atten- 
tion of people on shore, and soon word was sent to 
Capt. William Babb of the lifeboat service at this 
port, who quickly summoned his men, and the 
boat was soon on ite way to the wreck. The crew 
were taken of. Some of the men were completely 
used up, their limbs and hands being badly frost- 
bitten, and none had any sleep since Friday last. 
On reaching the harbor they were removed to the 
Ocean House, where they received kind treatment. 
Capt. Packer states that the storm of Saturday and 
Sunday was the most violent be ever éxperienced 
during his long service on the lakes. At 
one time he had given up a1 
hopes of ever reaching shore, and 
this morning, when the lifeboat made its 
appearance, the crew were overjoyed at their 
deliverance. The Maxwell now lies on a sandy 
beach, and if the weather should continue favora- 
ble there may be a chance of saving both cargo and 
vessel, This is the first time the lifeboat bas been 
called into service, and Capt. Babb and his crew 
deserve praise for the prompt manner in which 
they responded to the call. Owing to the ice and 
slueh they found it difficult to reach open water. 


MISSING VESSELS. 

Another vessel was added to the ust of missing 
yesterday when dispatches sent out to various 
ports failed to reveal the whereabouts of the schr 
Barbarian. This well-known craft, which has been 
in active service for the last thirty years, left Pine 
Lake for Chicago before the blizzard set in last 
Friday. So far as can de learned no 
one has seen her since. The Eagle 
Wing and Dan Mabee are still at Charlevoix. No 
news was received of the missing schr Orphan 
Boy, which left the straits for Chicago last Friday 
morning. Little hope for her safety is enter- 
tained. Mr. Carney, to whom her cargo is con- 
signed, fears that she is lost, but thinks 
she may have deen disabled and come 
to. an anchor under the lee of 
the islands at the foot of the lake. It was hoped 
that the propeliers which left the straits Tuesday 
morning would arrive yesterday and bring news of 
her, but the propellers were delayed by the 
gale and snow-storm, and three of them 
ran into Milwaukee last evening. 
The R. A. Packer and Rhoda 
Emily will probably get here this morning, and 
they may have sighted some of the craft that are 
causing so much anxiety. The fact that the prop 
Oneida, which left Green Bay for Milwaukee a 
short time before the gale of last Sunday, had not 
arrived at her port of destination was freely com- 
mented upon yesterday. The schr Maggie Dall left 


Muskegon early yesterday morning for Chicago 
and was caught out in the gale. 


THE MELVINA SAFE.

THE LAKE-FRONT. 

A conference waa held yesterday at Lock- 
port between Attorney-General George Hunt

AN OLD MAN’S VAGARY. 

Frederick A. Goetz, as he stood on Madi- 
son street bridwe Monday night, was 60 years 
old and weary of life. His arms were full of 
vooks. Some manuscripts were among the lot. 
The solitary old man threw these precious 
treasures of hig beart and brain into the 
waters and mournfully watched them 
Hs they out of sight. 
When the last volume was. cast over 
the rail, be glanced around him quickly to see 
if all was quiet, and then began to drag bis 
emaciated form up to the top of the rail- 
ing. in another moment he would have 
passed to his accounting bad not Officer Shee- 
han. who had been watching him from behind 
a pillar near by, grasped him and pulled 
him back. Before Justice White yesterday 
the old prisoner said at first that he bad no 
intention to commit suicide, and spoke so 
rationally that the Justice had no suspicions 
as to his sanity, buts in a few minutes 
Mr. Goetz began to mumble to himseif 
and then breke out with the exclamation:

TRAINING YOUNG CHILDREN. 

Prof. Felix Adler addressed a small audience 
composed mainly of members of the Ethical 
Society at Weber Hall last evening on Manual 
and Art Training for Young Children.” He 
said the object of educauon was. to liberate 
latent faculty-—to enable the man to 
enjoy life. Americans as a rule are so 
engrossed in affairs of business that they don't 
know how to enjoy either the evenings of their 
days or the evening of life. The publicschools 
did not come up to the ideal of the new educa- 
tion, and they never could while they were 60 
intimately associated with politics. What we 
needed were private schools supported by vel- 
unteer effort in which the new education may 
be taught as modeis and examples to the public 
schools. Prof. Adier gave a description of the 
course of study pursued in the soboui whieh he 
has establisbed in New York, in which drawing 
and modeling in clay with the other branches 
of manual training go band in band with 
the study of the branches taught in 
the public schools. The pupile in 
this school range from 6 to 
14 years of age, and are almost_exclusively the 
children of tumble bomes. Numerous spect 
mens of their work in drawing and modeling 
in elay were exhibited. Prof. Adier advocated 
manual traiging, not as an auxiliary to skill in 
the trades, but to round out the education and 
develop all the faculties of the mind. 


MACKLIN AS A STONE-CUTTER. 
“Mackin is proving a model prisoner and I 
admire the pluck with which he goes at his 


work without asking favors,” Warden Mo- 


Claughry of the Joliet Peuitentiary, who is in 
the city, said lastevening. He ie deu what 
is called *catting joints in the stone-yard.

Of course, ifa 
prisoner can produce any good reason why he 
should receive visitors more frequently, per- 
mission is granted, and this will be the case 


with Mackin, who is being treated exactly as 


any other prisoner.”’ 


THE EYE AND EAR INFIRMARY. 
Ot the charges made against the medical 
staff at the Illinois Eye and Ear Infirmary for 
iiegally accepting and retaining fees for the 
treatment of patients at the institumon, F. H. 
Wines, Secretary of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, said yesterday: The infirmary is prac- 
tically an institution for the prevention of 
pauperism by giving people who could not at- 
ford to pay for proper treatment advantages 
which may preserve their sight, for the popu- 
lar saying thata man must spoil a hatful of 
eyes before he is fit to put a kaife into one is 
correct. The institumon 1s prevented by law 
from receivimg patients who can pay, and if 
any doctor in the institution gets a 
fee from the patients be violates the 
law and ought to be 8 the 
trustees. If he ig not the Legislature ia very 
liable to stop the appropriations for the insti- 
tution. In the dispensary patients are re- 
quired to sign an effidavit that they are unable 
to pay before being treated, If they should 
refuse to sign I know of no objection to their 
afterwards becoming the private patients of 
the doctors in the institution.“ 
THE POLYCLINIC’S ORGANIZATION. 

The Chicago rvolyclinic, a medical institution 
modeled after similar German organizations 
for post-graduate study in medicine, met at 
the Palmer last night, and the final arrange- 
ments were completed regarding the courses 
of instruction. There will be thirteeh chairs, 
and the courses will extend ove? a 
period of six weeks at least. Lectures will he 
given daily in each department, and will con- 
tinue throughout the year. The first step wiil 
be the location of the free dispensary, which 
will ce either on Milwaukee evenue or in the 
central part of the city. The work of instruc 
tion will not be g¢gommenced until 
the dispensary is fair establiuabed. The 
following physicians will form its faculty:

Henry Greenhoff, Captain of Engine Com- 
pany No. 11. said after wett some adjoining 
buildings he was ordered to bis first posi- 
tion at the southeast corner of the main bui.d- 
ing. They were about twenty-five feet from 
the east wall when it fell, He had not received 
any orders to keep bis men away from the 
walls. Capt. O'Connell gave him no such 
order. Witness at the time did not consider it 
safe to work there. 

Joan Haeberie, Lieutenant of Engine Com- 
pany No. 32, was about twentr feet from the 
east wall when it fell, He did not bear any 
order to keep away from the walis. After the 
fall of the south wali be thought they were too 
close to the building.

It is probable that a compromise will be patch- 
ed up. Commissioner Wren is head of the 
Committee on Publ ie Charities. He has two 
excellent men associated with bim—Messrs. 
Kiebm and Hemmeigarn. The last committee 
was recklesiy ¢ktravagaot. All market rules 
were violated in the purcbase of supplies, and 
economy was not thougut of. Mr. Wren can 
effect a great change, and be says he intends 
to do bis best in that direction. He means 
what be says. But he will be bampered if bis 
committee is not permitted to select the agents 
and officers who are to carry out its instruc- 
ons. However, be will do the best he can. 
Recently the weekly meetings of the board 
have but given effect to the conclusions of the 
committees. Ths has been especiaily so as 
far as the Committee on Public Charities is 
concerned. The Wardens made a requisition 
for supplies. The requisition was usually 
referred to the Committee on Public Charities 
“with power to act.” The committee did act, 
and not always in the interest of the taxpay- 
ers.

It is 
the determination of Commissioner Wren to 
ebange all this. He intends to invite bids from 
pome of the mast prominent dealers in every 
article that is required, and will favor the iow- 
est responsible bidder, he says. Reform is ab- 
polutely necessary.

. The Public Service Committee. of which Mr. 
Hemmelgarn is Chairman, fixes the salaries of 
empioyés and recommends the letting of con- 
tracts for bread, meat, cogil, and milk. The 
board usually acts on the recommendations of 
this committee, so that it is not as important 
as it bas been. Mr. Hemmelgarn is an econ- 
omist and bis ittee will undoubtedly reo- 
ommend a large reduction in the clerica/ force, 
also a reduction in salaries, and will favor the 
lowest bidders for the articles mentioned. The 
main point, however, in reference to the con- 
tractors is to see that they deliver the goods in 
kind and quality as specified in the contract. 
Mr. Remmelgarn will probably see to that. 

Mr. Oliver's Committee on C.ty Relief and 
City Relations has charge practically of the 
County Agent's office. This is one of the most 
important under the control of the board and 
one in which there is a fine opportunity for 
the economist. The expenditures have been 
large and it is claimed that a large number of 
professional public beggars are supported by 
the county—no doubt without the knowledge 
of the agent—from this office. By cutting off 
this class of leeches and otherwise economizing, 
several thousand dollars can be saved. A 
saving can also be effected by sending paupers 
not belonging to the county to the places which 
are legaily obliged to provide for them. 

The Court-House and Records Committee 
derives unusual importance on account of the 
fight about the disposal of the county abstracts, 
and it is regretted that the Chairman is not a 
firmer man and that he should have so per- 
sistently sought the Chairmanship. However, 
de may do betier than his critics think. 

The Van Peilf resolution was first intrusted 
to Leyden, but, as it was thought he was not 
smart enough to bluff the Chair, it was turned 
over to Van Pelt. What Kiehm ought to have 
done was to refuse to entertain Van Peit's mo- 
tion, and insist on bis right to name the com- 
mittees.

THE COUNTY BOARD VISITS THE POOR- 
HOUSE AND INSANE ASYLUM. 

A special train on the Milwaukee & St. Pau! 
Road took the new Board of County Commis- 
sioners and a few other officials to the cbarita- 
bie institutions at Dunning yesterday. Of the 
fifteen members of the board but ten made the 
inspection, whien is customary every winter 
upon the inauguration of a new board. These 
were Chairman Kiehm, and Commissioners 
MacDonald. Niesen, Casselman, Fortune, Oli- 
ver, Hemmeigarn, Lynn, Wren, and Geis. 
while Commissioner’Van Pelt showed up at 4 
o’clock, just before the close ot the investiga- 
tion, and ex-Commissioner Ochs, Probate Court 
Clerk Sennott, Cirouit Court Clerk Best, Re- 
corder Scribnes, Ceroner Hertz, and Hospital 
oe McGarigie accompanied the party as 
gues , 

The Poor-House was the first place inspected. 
The inadequate preparations to fight fire in 
case of a conflagranon were criticised, as it 
was apparent that most of the inmates would 
have to roast to death if the building ever 
does burn. Some of the more progressive 
Commissioners were of the opinion that from 
the flat root there ougbt to lead broad and con- 
venient fire-escapes down to the ground below. 
This matter will come up for discussion at one 
of the next sessions. The roof leaks badly in 
a number of places, and is sadly out of repairs. 
Some 200 bedsteads are needed. The bedsheets 
and pillows were universally filthy, which, con- 
sidering that the institution was on its best be- 
havior, looked rather bad. Warden Frey says 
he wants for bis sick inmates at least three 
nurses from the lilinois Trainmg School for 
Nurses, such as the County Hospital bas. His 
help now is poorly paid and untrained. 

After dinner an examination was made of 
the Insane Asylum. Dr. Spray, the Medical 
Superintendent, explained the fact that in 
most cells—even in those of dangerous and 
violent patiente—two were confined, and in 
some cases as many as four or five, by saying 
that there was really only room for 300 patients 
as yet, but that 600 was his usual average. 
There are two new wings, one of which is not 
yet quite ready for occupancy: the other one 
holds eighty-nine inmates. These new build- 
ings are a great improvement over the oid 
ones, being more substantial, with all the floors 
rat-proof and all the partitions of brick. There 
is a parlor for the patients in each ward, a 
common dormitory for all save the very un- 
tractable, thus avoiding, witL the attendance 
of a watchman, the constant danger ot suicide 
under the old system, and less restraint for 
the patients. There is also an outside veranda 
to each ward, which can be used for exercise 
even in winter. Asto the main building, which 
lacks all these features, it was very clean on 
this occasion, and the inmates, judging from 
appearances and from the remarks made by 
those asked. were as comfortable as could be 
expected. No complaints of any kind were 
made by the patients in answer to inquiries ov 
Commissioners. The bakery and the kitchen 

are both too small. The food suppiy visible 
was of a wholesome kind, the bread especially. 
The butter served, however, was rancid. That 
things, however. were not altogether what they 
seemed was evidenced by two discoveries. It 
appeared that the amusement hall was being 
refitted at an expense of $170 without any au- 
thority from either the board or the Committee 
on Charities, on nothing but the word of one 
Commissioner—Van Pelt. It also appeared 
that requisitions for the purchase of vegeta- 
bies, etc., were habitually made, although 
the farm of 240 acres, which is 
worked by the Poor-House Warden, 
ought to produce everything needed in abund- 
ance. That important things happen at the in- 
stitution without the County Board. or the 
press being any the wiser cropped out inci- 
dentally, the Warden, Mr.-Varnell, casually 
mentioning that iast epring the steam wringer in 
the laundry exploded and the large iron vessel 
was rent into a thousand pieces, while thirty in- 
mates, male and temale, were about. One of 
the men was so dangerously hurt on the head 
that his death was expected at first, and three 
or four women were badly injured, one of 
them so much so as to cripple and incapacitate 
her from work for life. 

After a ratber exhaustive examination sup- 
per was partaken of in the employés’ dining- 
ball of the Insane Asylum, Mr. F. H. Wines, 
Secretary of the State Board of Charities, and 
J. W. Whipp, clerk of the board, being among 
the guests. 

This morning at 11 o'clock the board goes 
outto Feehanvilie to inspect the training- 
school for boys.

FINE FLOURING-MILLS TO BE ERECTED— 
THE PRESS CLUB ENTERTAINMENT—A 
STREET-CAR DRIVER'S PROSPERITY AT 
THE EXPENSE OF THE COMPANY—ITEMS. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 9.—[Speciai.|—E. P. 

Allis & Co. bave decided not to rebuila the 
Daisy flourmg-mill, which was destroyed y 
fire yesterday morning. They will, however, 
utilize a valuable property on South Water 
street and build thereon a $200,000 mill, 
equipped with the most improved machinery, 
and in various ways so arranged as to entitle it 
to the reputation possessed by the destroyed 
Daisy—of beim the model mill of the West. 
The new location is in many ways superior to 
that of the old one, particularly in point of ship- 
ping facilities. No decision has been reached by 
the Empire Mill people regarding the rebuilding 
of that institution. It is now thought that 
there will be a salvage of quite a littie amount 
from this mill. About 7,000 bushels of wheat 
contained therein, and which was badly water- 
soaked, can undoubtedly be dried and sold ata 
very good figure. No satisfactory explanation 
bas been given as to the origin of the fire, and 
it will undoubtedly ever remain a mystery. It 
is thought that Foreman Kuntz of Fire Com- 
pany No. 2, who was so badly injured by the 
explosion in the Daisy Mill, will recover. The 
other men who were injured at the fire are all 
doing nicely, alt bougb several will be confined 
to their homes for some little time. 

Never within the history of Milwaukee thea- 
tres bas there been such an outpouring of the 
city’s best people as there was at the New 
Academy this evening upon the occasion of 
the Milwaukee Press Ciub’s first annual enter- 
tainment. The sale of seats was opened last 
Monday morning, and this morning every seat 
in the parquet, dress circie, and first baicony 
bad been taken, there only remaining a few 
seuts in the gallery. which were giadly accept- 
ed by late comers, among them being a num- 
ber of the city’s most fashionable people. The 
program was long but exceptionaliy interest- 
ing. The proceeds, which foot up at a hand- 
some figure, will be devoted to furnishing the 


rooms of the club, which was but recentiy or- 


ganized and has a charter membership of 
about fifty.

Curcaao, Dec. 9.—| Editor of The Tribune. 
Your savings-bank editorial in Tas Sunbar 
TRIBUNE showing the need of a strong say- 
ings-benk system for this city and State is very 
timely; and since you invite correspondence 
upon the subject I am led to say something 
about the system followed by older communi- 
ties where savings banks have gained general 
confidence. The whole subject was carefully 
gone over by the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion in convention in 1883. The laws of the 
several States were epitomized and general 
vrinciples again laid down and recommended 
as a guide whereby certain essential features 
might be incorporated into the several State 
laws, so that banks of this class might be con- 


trolled by a more uniform legislation. The 


committee reported, from tables carefully com- 
piled by the writer from State and Government 
reports, that the whole amount on deposit in 
the savings banks of the cuuntry was about 
$1,100,000,000, and showing that about 99 per 
cent was held by savings banks having no cap- 
ital stock, caliea mutual,“ while the other 1 
per cent was held by those having a capital 
stock, called the stock system. Taking is 
asa guide and investigating the features of the 
two systems, the committee recommended the 
mutual system for adoption and poiuted to the 
New York law as the best. 

1 had the honor two years before, and again in 
the winter of 1882-83. as well as afterwards at the 
session in 1885, of presenting to our own Legisia- 
ture a bill for an act similar to the New York law, 
“ for the organization of savings societies or insti- 
tutions for savings, for their supervision, and for 
the administration of their affairs.“ with a section 
added taken mostly from the laws of Connecticut 
and Massachusetts authorizing existing savings 
banks having a capital stock to come under the 
provisions of the general law. Owing to the leug: hy 
struggic over the Harper bill“ in 1883, and to 
the long contest for United States Senator in 18865, 
ali legislation was delayed, and the bill dia not be- 
come a law, though its passage was recommended 
with great unanimity by the committees of the 
Senate and House at both sessions. 

I will state further that a petition in favor of its 
adoption was signed by our own President and 
Vice-President. by Marshall Field, J. W. Doane, 
and W. K. Fairbank, merchants; 8. M. Nickerson, 
L. J. Gage, W. C. D. Grannis, C. T. Wheeler, George 
L. Otis; W. A. Hammond, and J. J. Mitchell, 
bankers; Albert Keep, J. C. Peasiey, and Thomas 
F. Withrow, railroad men; Joseph Medill, Herman 
Raster, William Penn Nixon, and Andrew Shuman, 
our leading editors. Some of these no doubt would 
consent to act as trustees of an institution such as 
the bill contemplates. The Citizens’ Association 
also and other infivential men all over the State 
have taken an interestin the matter, and its friends 
hope another Legislature will pass the bill. 

From this it will be seen that the subject is not a 
new one; that an earnest effort is being made in 
the right direction at the instance of those who 
have had experience and know the requirements of 
a really sound system for savings depositories. It 
is certainly fair to say that those institutions now 
doing a savings business here have stood through 
all disasters of the last fifteen 
including fires ana panics, and are 
no doubt able to meet anything that is likely to 
come in the future. But they are aware that confi- 
dence was shattered by the failure of others, and 
are not anxious to increase their lines of deposits 
until a proper system is afforded which will add to 
their own security. There is no general law at 
present whieh will supply this want. Our own in- 
stitution, doing a savings business only, bas for 
some years refused large sums upon interest. We 
prefer that such customers bold mortgage and 
Other investments direct, although they receive a 
higher rate of interest than the bank could afford. 
Thus and by renting a safe in our own or some 
Other safety vault they are as fully protected as 
we or others could possibly be. 

It is our oabit and that of other institutions here 
to encourage men to buy a home and use the bank 
in saving to make the payments. All cannot do 
so, however, but save when they have work to eke 
Out a precarious living when they are unemployed. 
Such men and women need al! the encouragement 
and moral aid of a strong and healthy pubiic con- 
fidence in the savings bank. We would welcome 
such as well as the assistance of public spirited, 
prudent menin their personal attention to these 
interests. 

The partners of the savings institutions do not 
need and do not want any capital stock guaranty 
coupled with the right of stockholders to a profit 
on their money. The 99 per cent of the savings 
deposits of the country is lodged in institutions 
having no capital stock. The depositors in them 
get what they most desire—viz.: safety of the 
principal, and no stockholders, save the depositors 
themselves, are making money out of the invest- 
ment of this énormous fund of $1, 100,000,000. The 
capital stock of all the banks, both State and Na- 
tional, does not equal theirs. They are themselves 
the real capitalists. Next to the railroads, it is 
said, the savings banks are the wealthiest corpora- 
tions in the United States. If they desired capital 
stock banks they could patronize them, for the 
country is full, and, no doubt, some are among the 
strongest. indeed, most of the State and National 
Banks in New York are largely owned in small 
hoidings by the same class of people who patronize 
savings banks. 

The first desideratum is safety in the foundation, 
and experience has shown this quality exists in the 
mutual system. The pian of the mutual system is 
strong and simple, and all the savings banks of 
New England, New York, 1nd many other States 
are conducted under general laws which provide 
that the investments are for the benefit of the de- 
positors. They are managed by trustees without 
pay, and, having no interest in the profits, the man- 
agement is extremely conservative. The laws pro- 
vide how the money shall be invested. naming the 
investments, such as: First, Government bonds; 
second. State bonds of their own State and of any 
State that has not defaultedin payment of prin- 
cipal or interest for aterm of years; third, bonds 
of any city, county, town, or village of their own 
State issued for municipal purvoses; fourth, bonds 
of cities and counties only of certain adjoining 
States, provided the bonded indebtedness of such 
city or county does not exceed 5 per cent of the 
assessed value of the taxable property therein; 
fifth, in dividend-paying stocks of banks in their 
own State under conditions; sixth, in first- 
mortgage bonds of railroads which are in 
possession of and operating their own road 
and which have paid interest thereon and stated 
dividends on stock for aterm of years; feventh, 
in first mortgages On real estate—these under con- 
ditions as to amount. value, productiveness, and 
after proper examination of title. 

Banking in any form is prohibited. They are not 
banks of issue, general deposit, or discount. Bank- 
ing is a business, theirs an investment. Hence 
— 4 are guarded against even the moderate risks 
of commercial banking. Besides this the banks are 
orgunized as channels for the active business trans- 
actions of the world where depositurs do not seek 
interest but exchange and interchange of credits. 
Savings banks are more like reservoirs than 
streams, and yet they stand as great aids to the 
entire economy of the business world. So these in- 
stitutions are allowed to deposit an availiable fund 
of 20 per cent of the whole deposit besides current 
receipts in the banks in the State, and iu some 
States are made a preferred creditor in case of in- 
soivency of any such bank. 

Annual reports are required of the trustees. 
They are forbidden under penalties to borrow 
money of their institution. A limitation is piaced 
on the sum they may receive from any one person. 
A State Superintendent clothed with power to cor- 
rect abuses is required to make investigation into 
their affairs from time to time and to report to the 
Legisiature the result of such examinations; also 
to present the annual reports received from the 
trastees. ‘The expense of this supervision is 
cheertully borne by the savings institutions pro 
rata, according to the funds in their bands. 

It is not hard to discover that the most active 
and intelligent professional men, the wealthiest 
and most influential bankere und business-men 
recognize the advantages of a genuinely good sav- 
ings system. not for profit to themselves directiy. 
and yet beneficial in the larger sense that what- 
ever adds to the general good of the great body of 
the common people, who are after all their own 
kindred, neighbors. employés. or countrymen. and 
upon whose industry or custom they themselves 
depend ia just as real to their own welfare. These 
mea give cheerfulily.to bospitais. are taxed for 
public schools, aid Itberally in the support of 
churches and other institutions as a duty and a 
privilege. So aiso they act as trustees in the 
savings bank without pay they officer and sustain 
colleges and benevolent institutions from a high 
sense of duty totheir fellow-men. 

To such men bere. who are alive to the needs of 
a provident savings system for our own city and 
State, let us propose to have the best and ask 
their ald in obtaining it. 

And the value of the savings institution to the 
Commonwealth in promoting habits of thrift 
among its citizens: in the gathering together of their 
idle money to be put to use’ io providing a resident 
and convenient creditor for its bonds and mort- 
gages; in keeping the interest thereon at home; in 
providing a safe depository for money which in 
the house would attract burglars and thieves; in 
preventing vice and crime: in making the citizen 
more loyal and self-sastaising will surely not be 
overiooked by those earnestiy desirous of provid- 
ing for the general welfare by wise and just laws.

Let me add a few words to those already published 
in your paper. Savings banks ate a public neces- 
sity. but they should be founded ona good princi- 
ple. The people should have undoubted security 
for their savings: This can only be obtained by 
investments in Government rities. No Sav- 
ings bank should be established where the savings 
of the people are to be placed in the hands of cap- 
italists to invest in securities that are inconvert- 
idle. Let meask why a great «amount of capital 
is wanted for the establishment of a savings bank. 
The answer will be: To give the public more se- 
curity for their savings. A high rate of interest is 
not what the saver wants for his money. It is a 
piace to deposit it sately until be lain vant of it 
for investment. The postal savings banks in En- 
gland have been a great success, but their adop- 
tion was opposed on the ground that much harm 
would be done to the Governwent savings banks, 
whose funds were invested in Government securi- 
ties and in the purchase of annuities only, but no 
harm has been done and both have prospered. 
Three a half per cent is allowed on deposits in 
the Goverh ment savings- banks, and no depositor can 
have more than £30 ($150) in the bank. When that 
sum is accumulated de is compelled to draw his 
deposit and take it to some other bank. This is done 
to confine the depositors to the working-classes as 
far as can be done, and also to save interest, for 
the banks in England allow interest on their de- 
posits generally according to the Bank of England 
rate of discount, which has ranged from 1% to 10 
per cent. This being 80, the interest allowed varies, 
but the Government savings- bank allows a uniform 
rate. The postal-bank depositor pays his money 
to the post-office agent, who advises it to the 
proper official of the Government. He gets a re- 
ceipt from him direct, | think, but am not quite 
sure, and no matter whether theagent appropriates 
or runs away (to Canada) with the funds the Gov- 
ernment is solely responsible. This is good se- 
curity, I think, and in my opinion none other can 
be acceptable to depositors. The bank officials 
would be servants of the Government, and not 
capitaliste and speculators to make money out 
of the savings of the poor man.

HARRISON CUTS DOWN JUDGE SMITH’S GAIN 
A DOZEN IN THE TWELFTH WARD. 
A very pronounced change was produced in 


the result of the recount of votes in the Smith- | 


Harrison contest when the Twelfth Ward was 
reached and finished yesterday. Smith's net 
gain over Harrison was reduced from forty- 
eight tu thirty-six in that ward. The loss was 
not altogether unexpected, it being a strongly 
Republican ward and the probability of mig- 
takes im the count being greater on the side on 
which the figures were larger. Still, the mag- 
nitude of the lose to Smith did not fail to affect 
the attorneys. It was evident from the start 
that there would be a gain for Harrison, and 
at noon it had already reached the figure ten. 
As a natural consequence Mr. Story’s spirits 
rose and he relieved the monotony by numer- 
ous alleged jokes, while the-attarneys for the 
other side were a little more silent than usual. 
Harrison continued to gain steadily throughout 
the Twelfth Ward until he had advanced 
twelve votes at the end of the 
ward. In the first three precincts of the 
Thirteenth Ward the gains and loss of both 
candidates offset each other. The returns 
were not so accurate as had been looked for. 
In the Seventh Precinct of the Tweifth Ward 
the official figures exceeded the total number 
of voters by nine, which bad been credited to 
Smith. Affidavits were returned in but few 
envelopes. ir appearance is so rare that 
it is consi an exception instead of the 
rule. The judges of the Sixteenth Precinct of 
the Twelfth Ward showed their intertion of 
being conscientious, for they had not only 
strung but also sealed the ballots at both ends 
of the string and returned five affidavits. 

The Fourth apd Twelfth Precincts of the 
Twelfth Ward were passed as they were in- 
dorsed: Found open, and sealed by J. J. 
Neumeister.“ The Tenth Precinct of the same 
ward was not counted, as all the seals on the 
envelope were found broken. The envelope 
was returned to the larger one from whicb 
it had been taken, und resealed by Commis- 
sioner Windes. In the F.fth Precinct 
asmali envelope was found marked: “Tickets 
found in the wrong box.’ It contained two 
ballots for Harrison and cnetor Smith. The 
appearance ot the ballots bemg regular tney 
were tallied, butseparately from the rest. Two 
loose ballots appeared among those trom the 
First Precinet of the Thi:teenth Ward. They 
bad evidentiy been strung, and were, there- 
fore, counted. Among the Prohibition tickets 
in the Third of the Thirteenth were found two 
on which Smith pasters appeared over Bush's 
name, while one Prohibitionist bad voted for 
Harrison. An ladependent ticket“ was dis- 
covered in the third of the Thirteenth on 
which the name of Peter H. Riley for Alder- 
man loomed up in large type. There were five 
of them, and they were cailed biank, with the 
exception of one on which a Harrison paster 
was placed and which was counted for Har- 
rison.

JOHN T. SrUARTS SERVICES, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 8.— Editor of The 
Tribune. }—It does not detract from the excel- 
lent letter of Mr. Grant Goodrich pubiished in 
THe TRIBUNE of the 2d inst. to say that Maj. 
Stuart was not one of the delegation from 
Sangamon County in the General Assembly of 
1836-37 known in history as the long nine.“ 
Maj. Stuart was nota member of the Tenth 
General Assembly, which passed the law locat- 
ing the Capital at Springfield, but be was prob- 
ably something more than a member in that 
contest. Maj. Stuart spent the winter of 1836-37 
in Vandalia in the interest of Springfield, and 
to bis efforts perhaps more than any other— 
perhaps all others—is due the fact that Spring- 
field was chosen as the Capital. The Major 
bas often related to the writer with great satis- 
faction and enjoyment the scenes and struggies 
of the contest. He recalled with the greatest 
enjoyment a pictorial illustration of the re- 
moval of the Capitol from Vandalia to Spring- 
field which appeared at the time, in which the 
State-House was loaded on a truck, to which 
was harnessed the “long nine,” and Maj. Stuart 
standing off with a long “ ox-gad,”’ such as was 
often seen in the early history of the State, as 
driver, and the long nine were thus repre- 
sented, under Stuart as driver, hauling the 
State-House across thé prairies from Vandalia 
to Springfield. Added to what Mr. Goodrich 
has said of Maj. Stuart’s efforts in behalf of 
Chicago in the interest of the Illinois & Michi- 
gan Canal, it ought to be known that be was 
the author of the section, practically as it now 
stands, in the charter of the [illinois Central 
Ratiroad Company taxing the gross receipts in 
lieu of other taxes, and is thus the benefactor 
of the State, as well as Chicago.

TAX ASSESSMENTS. 

CaicaGco, Dec. 9.—[Editor ot The Tribune.] 
I desire information on a subject of public 
interest. Last year a Tax Assessor called at 
my bouse and left an assessment-form with 
blanks for me to fill. Havmg filled and re- 
turned them, as directed, in the course of 
time I was notified to call and correct any 
error in the amount of my taxes should I con- 
sider that I had been overtaxed, which I did. 
At the proper time I was notified that my 
taxes, so corrected, were due and must be paid. 
Accordingly I paid them. 

This year, without any preliminary steps 
Whatever, I receive notice to call at the Col- 
lector's office and pay taxes “levied for the 
year 1886 under penalty of the law. Now. 
all the conditions of my estate are different 
from those represented by the assessment of 
1884. Some personal property I bad I have 
sold. I bought some I aid not then bave. The 
balances of debit and credit columns of my 
ledger are essentially different from what 
they were then, and, for all that the 
Assessor knows, I have no taxable 
property whatever. By what right 
does he tax me a specified amount without 
gtving the chance which I think the law allows 
me to,examine and rectify the assessment? 
Can he tax and levy at his own sweet will ? 
And can he at pleasure assess on a former 
schedule at all? Now, what I wish to know is: 
If this is wrong and I am illegally taxed, where 
is the remedy? Or must I meekly ict ‘his 
majesty ’’ collect, or sell me out?

” SEPHING BIAS Loans 


A Correspondent Urges the Formation of 
a Bureau to Guard the Interests 
of the Insured. 


Avrora, III., Dec. 8,—[Hditor of The Trib- 
une.|—Tue Tarscne bas performed a public 
service in calling attention to the fact that the 
fre- ins uranoe companies are organizing a joint- 
stock company ou a large scale, tne aim and 
purpose of which are to enable thet to settle 
their losses by fire for but @ molety of what 
they ought te pay. They have succeeded 80 
well, however, in doing thisin the past that it 
is amatter of wonderment that they should 
find it mecessary to incorporate themselves for 
the furtherance of their purposes. By all 
means let Tue TRIBUNE'S suggestion be 
acted upon, and at once; not, how- 
ever, s a money-making scheme, but 
let it be undertaken in the business interests 
of Chicago and of the Northwest by such men 
as are at the head of your Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals—such men as 
have made the Citizens’ a factor of 
usefuiness. Let us have a People’s Bureau of 
Fire-Insurance established in Chicago that will 
afford information concerning ~~ of 
companies upon application; will keep 
itself abvicel Gs t0 the letrat effect of the 
various clauses which the insurance companies 
are in their policies to handicap the 
insured when he shall have met with a loss, 
and to promulgate such information upon oe- 
casion. The details of the organimation of such 
a company can be easily worked out and the 
bureau made of great value and service to 
every person that carries a policy of insurance. 

There are a good many policies being written 
at the present time which would not be re- 
ceived by the assured if their character and 
U effect were well understood. 

ith a bureau established, whose province it 
should be to point out the crookedness and 
onesidedness of these insurance contracts, end 
to call attention to them, we should soon have 
the insurance companies on their good be- 
havior, and they would be vying with each 
Other in eliminating objectionabie provisions 
from their policies. A case came under the 
Observation of the writer a few days ago, 
where a policy was issued by an association of 
companies, styling themselves an ‘* Underwrit- 
ers’ Agency,” and it was impossible to tell from 
the cunningly-worded policy whether in case 
of loss suit could be maintained against one 
or both, or neither of the companies. The 
assured, in case of loss, should be auile to 
meet the insurance company on equal terms. 
He should be protected against “adjusters of 
the very best ability.” As it now works, in 
case an assured party has a loss, he is at the 
merey of the companies, and if he gets one- 
quarter of the amount he is entitled to ho is 
tortunate. It operates about this way: An as- 
sured person living in the City of Aurora, for 
instance, bas a fire; the Chicago insurance of- 
fice is notified, calls upon its corporate ad- 
justment company,“ and a person baving “ the 
natural and educational skill of the detective, 
the expert accountant, and the lawyer, styled 
an adjuster, goes down upon the first train, 
looks over the ground, sizes up the assured, 
tells him his loss does nut amount to much, 
goes back to Chicago, makes bis report, and 
then another “‘ adjuster of the very best abili- 
ty.“ seleeted with reference to the report re- 
ceived, is sent down to adjust the loss. The 
policyholder is ignorant of proceedings in such 
cases, and the plausible adjuster pulls from 
his pocket a blank gotten up by the — 
styled an agreement for an appraisement. 
This, if executed, is a new contract, generally 
modifying the provisions in the policy in the 
interest of the insurance company, and if the 
assured can be induced to sign it an important 
ad vantage is gained to the company. Then, in 
the choice of appraisers the assured usually 
selects some modest fellow-citizen of bis ac- 
quaintance, who means todo right while the 
insurance company, having had hundreds of 
swoh cases, knows just where to get an ap- 
praiser of the very best ability to fit this 
particular loss, and when the two appraisers 
get together for their work the assured finds 
that the appraiser be bas chosen is no match 
for the smooth-tongued fellow selected by the 
company, who is an expert thoroughly posted 
upon all questions arising, and usually a bull- 
dozer as well. 80. practically, the companies 
fix the price they are willing to pay, under the 
guise of an appraisement by “ disinterested 
persons.“ 

In a case that occurred in this city not 80 
very long ago the insurance companies brought 
down from Chicago as an appraiser a man who, 
in addition to his other qualifications as an ex- 
pert, was a prize-fighter as well, as be after- 
wards avowed on the witness-stand, and able 
to ** mop the floor with any one who differed 
with bim. When the insurance companies mar- 
shal as expert appraisers the bulidozers and 
the prize-fighters (which they usualiy manage 
to-do if the case is urgent), the assured has 
but little show of obtaining a just settlement. 

Yes, let Tae TRIBUNE'S suggestion be acted 
upon at once, and, in its own words, let us 
have a bureau where the protection of the 
interests of the policyholder would be made 
the speciaity, and where advice could be had 
at any stage of the transaction between him 
and his insurers—whether as to the selection of 
companies, the written portion of the policies, 
their printed conditions, or the adjustment and 
final settlement of a loss.“ INSURED,

THEY WILL TRY THE PREACHER, 


THE REV. CHARLES McLAIN IS HAVING HIS 
HISTORY AIRED BY OTHER DIVINES AT 
ST. PAUL. 

St. Paut, Minn., Dec. 9.—[{Special.]—The St. 
Paul Presbytery have taken up the case of 
Dr. Charles McLain, late pastor of the Ninth 
Presbyterian Church in this city, who three 
weeks ago was deposed from connection with 
that society on account of alleged scandalous 
conduct with a young woman from an interior 
town in Wisconsin. Charges tn detail have 
been preferred, in which Dr. McLainis accused 
of deception, forgery, fraud, and scandalous 
conduct. The Rev. M. D. Edwardsof St. Paul, 
the Rev. Dr. 8. M. Campbell of Min- 
neapolis, and Elder L. A. Gilbert of 
St. Paul have been appointed to prosecure 
the case on behalf of the presbytery; and, at 
Dr. McLain’s request, the Rey. Leo Baier and 
the Rev. Peter Stryker, D. D., both of Minne- 
apolis, counsel to defend him. The hearing 
will be opened in two weeks. 

The Rev. M. D. Edwards of the Dayton Av- 
enue Presbyterian Church has been looking up 
McLain’s record, and says that the latter was 
ordained in the Free-Will Baptist denomination 
in Northern Ohio, but that more recently he 
was a member of the Union Tabernacle, an in- 
dependent church of New York City. 
Thence he went to Chicago and took a letter 
ot digmissal from the tabernacie, upon which 
he was admitted to the First Congregationai 
Church. He then began to practice médicine, 
and established a medical institute for the 
treatment of diseases of women. His brother 
practitioners viewed him with suspicion, and 
Unally brought charges against him in the 
State Board of Heaith on the grounds of biack- 
mail and other gross unprofessional conduct. 
The trlal came off before the board and he 
was convicted. His license was taken away 
from him in April. These matters coming to 
the knowledge of the First Congregational 
Church, discipiinary proceedings were insti- 
tuted against him there, and he was excom- 
municated. Meanwhile be bad come to St. 
Paul and presented to the presbytery a letter 
purporting to come from the tabernacle of 
New York which, it is alleged, was fraudulent,
